Russians Ate Preparing To Make 
Stout Resistance 


St. Petersburg, February 20.—A dis- 
patch from Port Arthur announces that 
by order of Viceroy Alexieff an irregular 
volunteer corps is being raised to defend 
that fortress. The men will be provided 
| by the state with arms, rations and the 


necessary clothing. 

Tt is thought, the dispatch adds, that 
Japan regards foodstuffg consigned te 
Port Arthur as absolute contraband of 


war, and that she will undertake to com- 
pel the capitulation of Port Arthur by 


a siege. 
People Flee Port Arthur. 

Yin Kow, February 20.—By means of 
a special permission obtained from Major 
General Pflug, Viceroy Alexieff’s chief 
of staff, a newspaper correspondent suc- 
ceeded in passing the lines under official 
escort and visited Port Arthur, which is 
closed to all civillans. The correspond- 
ent gives the following account of con- 
ditions: 

“Only 30 per cent of the population 
remains at Port Arthur, and many of 
these ere leaving. The trains are crowd- 
ed with refugees. Railroad conditions 
are excellent, and trains are running on 
schedule time. There are only a few 
unfinished side tracks and one unfinished 
hridge between Niuchwang and Port Ar- 
thur. The peninsula of Liao Tung is 
quiet. Adequate guards ere maintained 
at all culverts and bridges, and prepara- 
tions for défense are being continued. 
The troops in the vicinity of Kinchow 
are active. A strong force is guarding 
the narrowest section of the peninsula. 


Providing for Siege. 

“The authorities have mitigated war 
eonditions at Port_Arthur by fixing the 
prices of foodstuffs. The prices of other 
c oynmodities, however, have advanced. 
The authorities have taken possession of 
all food supplies in the stores which were 
deserted by Chinese and other merchants. 
They are providing for a siege by send- 
ing wheat milling machinery to Port 
Arthur, and claim that there is a suf- 
ficient food supply there for a resistence 
of two years. 

“Japanese refugees, under the personal 
supervision of the viceroy and General 
Piancon, are leaving Port Arthur on re- 
leased ships. 
‘“although the harbors on. the Liao 
Tung peninsula have been reopened, the 
authorities do not expect further arrivals. 
The Japanese fieet, which {fs sighted at 
intervals from Golden Hill, completely 
controls the gulf, and under the !m- 
perfect police system ali incomers are 
treated as spies. 

“The repairs to the Russian fleet are 
proceeding. The cruiser Novik has been 
docked, but the condition of the bat- 
tle ships Czarevitch and Retvdzan remains 
unchanged. Engineers say that the Ret- 
vizan will be floated in a few days.

“The city is darkened every night, but 
Viceroy Alexieff’s house is lighted, al- 
though the people understand that he 
is at Harbin.

Seoul, Fabruary !19.—(By rail to Che- 
mulpo. and dispatch boat to Che Foo, 
February 20.)\—A Japanese battalion of 
2,000 infantry, under command of Gen. 
Yasitsuma Kigoshi, landed at Chemulpo 
Monday evening, and came to Seoul 
early Tuesday morning. 

Into the harbor came a Japanese 
crulser, leading five torpedo boats. Two 
Japanese men of war were conveying 
torpedo boats, while three battle ships 
anchored at the entrance to the harbor, 
a mile apart. The ships entered swiftly, 
and anchored at 7 o'clock, when the 
landing began. 

The arrangements were perfect © 
every detail. The Japanese houses at 
Chemulpo, all ready for the task, hung 
out Japanese lanterns. The troops 
landed quickly, and marched off to their 
billets. 

The holding of numbered paper lan- 
terns on the wharf showing mooring 
places produced a picturesque effect. 
Log fires were lighted at short inter- 
vals along the. water front, while par- 
affin, continually thrown on the if!ron 
cradles of coal fires on the wharf, il- 
luminated the heaven.

RUSSIA IS PREPARING 
TO MOBILIZE ALL ARMY 

St. Petersburg, February 20.—Military 
activity is proceeding on an ever in- 
creasing scale, and all is in readiness for 
the mobilization of the entire Russian 
army should that become necessary. In 
a fortnight 100,000 additiona) troops will 
be in Manchuria. Three army corps of 
Siberian rifles have already been organ- 
ized, and a fourth soon will be completed. 
There is also a brigade of Cossack artil- 
lery, armed with excellent mountain 
guns. 

Although the Japanese seem to be mak- 
ing Port Arthur one of their main ob- 
jectives, military men here do not be- 
lieve that they will be able to effect and 
hold a landing there.

In addition to those two, Colo- 
nel Frank C. Hecker, of Detroit, who 
during the Spanish-American war, was 
director of transportation for war, has 
been chosen for a place on the commis- 
sion.

The other four have 
been selected, but no intimation is given 
as to who they may be except that one 
of them ig @ prominent man of Louisi- 
ana.

ig house in which the daughter of a

of historic Knepp castle before fire de- 
Stroyed the building a few nights ago. 


(lt is not quite two years since Sir Merrik 
Burrell, ore of Engiand’s foremost coun- 
ytry squires, married Miss Wilhelmina 
| Winans, of Baltimore, and brought her 
pto Knepp castle, the magnificent seat 
which now lies in ruins. Although his 
'family had been established there only a 

omparatively few years, the original 
aknepp was one of the six feudal fort- 
TWesses of Sussex and the fragments still 


rviving show handiwork of. the Norman 
architects. 


Veritable Treasure House. 
4 Knepp castle was a veritable house of 
‘treasure and the damage done by the 
\fire is estimated at about $300,000. Val- 
luable paintings by Holbein, Sir Peter 
ly, Romilly, Vandyke and other famous 
ists have been destroyed beside some 
of the rarest and most valuable manu- 
ripts in England. The Burrells are 
one of the oldest families in Sussex, 
hich is also one of the oldest counties 
in England, and constantly archeologians 
uote from “The Burrell manuscripts.” 
Imost all the personal belongings of 
r Merrik and Lady Burrell are lost, in- 
nding Lady Burrell’'s wonderful furs 
which were valued at $30,000. Her jew- 
elry, which is of very great worth, was 
’fortunately saved. Taking refuge in a 
use on the estate, Lady Burrell was 
liged to telegraph to London for some 
$600 worth of clothing to be sent her 
mediately. 
The fire brigades succeeded in saving 
e servants’ quarters, which is a com- 
tively new portion of the castle, but 
the older part of the building but iit- 
e more than ruined walls now stand

bing in’’ her retaliation. 


Makes Public Apology. 

The matter first cartie to public notice 
through this statement, which appeared 
in several London newspapers a few 
Gays ago: 

“I, Edward Foley, of 78 Westbourne 
Grove, In-the county of London, manag- 
ing director of Foley’s (limited), do here- 
by humbly and sincerely apologize to 
Miss Marie Studholme for having wron- 
fully and without her authority used 
her portrait for advertising purposes, in 
@ manner calculated to induce persons to 
erroneous'y believe that certain of her 
front teeth are missing and have been 
replaced by false ones, and I admit that 
the advertisement so issued by me is 
libellous, and I authorize the said Marie 
Studholme to insert this apology at my 
expense, in euch public newspaper or 
newspapers as she may select.’’ 

It seems that Mr. Foley, like many 
other London dentists, advertises his 
work by means of illustrated booklets, 
and other reading matter. Some of the 
booklets contain photographs, caleulated 
to emphasize the importance of beauti- 
ful ‘teeth, a picture of a charming woman 
with a perfect set being placed beside

Among many other photographs in a 
shop window, Mr. Foley says he noticed 
that of Miss Studholme, and on &ccount 
of her beautiful teeth bought a copy. 
This he ttook to a photographer, who 
made two copies. On one copy the artiet 
blocked out one or two of Miss Stud- 
holme’s teeth, and two half tones were 
made, One to be labelled ‘‘good teeth,’’ 
the other “‘bad teeth.’’ Half a million 
booklets were printed containing the 
moral of employing a competent dentist, 
and it was one of theso which brought 
Miss S8tudholme’s solicitorg down upon 
the unfortunate man. 


Cost of Advertisement. 

Although Mr. Foley says he offered 
the actress a private apology or money 
compensation without public apology, 
she wad evidently determined to get the 
last drop of satisfaction. According to 
English law tthe case was a clear one, 
and rather than let it come to trial the 
dentist put up $250 damages beside the 
costs, which in this country are never 
to be sneezed at. The half million book- 
lets cost Mr. Foley something like $425 
to print, so he has put down a clean 
thousand to “profit and Jloss.’’

BADLY SWINDLED 


Nation Purchased Bogus Statuette 
of Lord “Nelson 


Statuette Was Modeled by Young 
English Sculptor in 1899, but 
Was Said To Have Been Pre- 
sented to Lord Nelson 
by George IIT. 


From a Staff Co?réepondent. 

London; February t!.—Later VWetails 

make more surprising than ever the re- 
markable hoax by which the British na- 
tion was fooled into purchasing, as a 
valuable antique, a statuette of Lord Nel- 
son which was modelled in London only 
five years ago. 
It was, of course, under the delusion 
that this statuette had been presented to 
Lord Nelson by King George III that the 
supposed relic was bought by the Royal 
United Service institution, which is one 
of the most dignified in this country, To- 
ward its purchase both the king and the 
prince of Wales subscribed and an ap- 
peal for public assistance in raising the 
amount needed—$2,500—was made by Ad- 
mira) Sir N. Bowden-Smith, in the ol- 
ums of The Times, The sum wag reéal- 
ized, the statuette taken over, with sev- 
era] documents apparently substantiating 
its genuineness and for the last four 
years the ‘‘relic’ has occupied a place of 
honor in the museum connected with the 
Royal United Service institution. 

And now it seems that the stafiette 
was done in 1899 by a young English 
sculptor named Garbe, who, however, 
sold it without having any idea under 
what deception it would be reseld, and 
who, in fact, has been astonished as 
much as anyone else at the recent reve- 
lations. 

Apparent Marks of Age. 

It was about four years ago that the 
Royal United Service instituted a special ; 
department in its museum for Nels n rel- 
ics. Several of such had been secured 
when this silver statuette of the great ad- 
miral, with its supposed history of pre- 
sentation by George III to Nelson, was 
offered on loan, and, naturally, accepted 
eagerly. The figure, which had a good 
many apparént marks of age, was said 
to have been cut from a solid block of 
silver. The documents with which the 
officials of the institution were supplied to 
prove the genuineness were musty, faded 
and rather dirty—bore, in fact, every ap- 
pearance of dating back to the king, 
against whose rule the American colonies 
rebelled. 

On the base of the statue appears the 
inscription “To N.,”’ set between a royal 
crown and Lord Nelsgon’s coronet, 

A few months after the institution had 
placed the prize on exhibition, it was 
announced that the figure was for sale. 
To those interested in the museum this 
seemed like an opportunity to be taken 
advantage of, 60 after agrecing upon $2,- 
500 as a reasonable purchase price, the 
public appea] for funds was made. As 
it was necessary to raise the entire pur- 
chase price at once, several members of 
the institution supplied the $2,500 on oon- 
dition that the amount should be return- 
e@ to them when the public had sub- 
scribed that figure. 

King Started Subscription. 

Although the king started the pubiie 
list with $126 and the Prince of Wales 
signed for 850, the first of last February 
found only 81,260 on hand, Then it was 
that Admiral Sir N. Bowden-Smith wrote 
a letter to The Times urging the public 
to come forward with the balance of the 
money needed to secure this precious an- 
tique to the nation, 

Eventually the public subserfbed the 
full amount and the service institution 
came into full possession of the ‘“‘treas- 
ure.” While the statue was on loan 4nd 
after the institution bought it several ox- 
perts on sculpture examined the figure 
and all agreed that the musoum Was most 
fortunate in securing a perfect example 
of early nineteenth century workmanship 
with such a history attached to it. 

Among others who had read Admiral 
Bowden-Smith’s letter in The Times, how- 
ever, was a well known London photogra- 
pher named Beresford. Mr. Beresford re- 
membered that some four years before his 
friend, Richard Garbe, then a student of 
sculpture, had received a commission

model in clay a statuette of Lord Nelson. 
As he recalled the circumstances it struck 
him that the figure his friend had made 
answered accurately the description the 
admiral gave of the greet relic, and think- 
ing the coincidence, if such ft was, might 
bear investigating, he wrote to Admiral 
Bowden-Smith and toki him what he 
‘knew. 

Mr. Beresford received no reply to his 
letter, but within a few days the assis- 
tant secretary of the United Service In- 
stitution called to ask him to see Colonel 
Holden, the secretary of the institution. 
Mr. Beresford called and finding the sec- 
retary engaged, strolled into the museum, 
which is in the same building, to have a 
look at the statuette. While he was doing 
gO a man, who afterwards proved to be 
the colonel, came in and asked the visitor 
if he were interested in the figure. “I 
know the artist who designed the origi- 
nal,’ replied Beresford, who had recog- 
mized the atatuette at once as @ copy Of 
his friend’s work. 

Beresford Examines Statuette. 

Mr. Beresford, who ts something of an 
antiquarian himself, says he then showed 
the secretary where s¥arp edges had been 
smooth! off with a file to give the figure 
@ worn appearance and also called Colonel 
Holden's attention to the fact that instead 
of a solid block of silver, the statuette 
Wag nothing but a eilver shell filled with 
gome metallic substance to give it the 
necessary weight. What the photographer 
had said, however, did not reach Admiral 
Bodwen-Smith or any of the institution's 
other officials and the public subscription 
list remained open until not only the 
$2,600 had been raised, but also an addi- 
tional $500 which was spent in an expen- 
sive pedestal and a large glass case for 
the relio. 

Whereupon the fake statuette was set 
upon the United Service museum~which, 
by the bye, is situated In the building in 
Whitehall, from which Charles I stepped 
out on to the ecaffold—and there it stood 
al) this time. Perhaps the fraud never 
would have been discovered had not the 


The Sculptor Who Made the Bogus 
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The Royal United Service Institu- 
tion Were Hoaxed Into the Be- 
lief That Thie Gilver Statuette of 
Nelson, 5 Feet High, Was Given 
to the Admiral by George IL 
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photographer, Beresford’s, letter to Ad- 
miral Bowden-Smith suddenly turned 
up. 

lt has not been made public just why 
this letter was not delivered td the ad- 
miral or how it came to reappear so sud- 
denly, but evidently the officials of the 
institution had their suspicions and they 
questioned Colone] Holden. It is reported 
that the secretary admitted suppressing 
the letter, but declared that as so many 
experts had testified to the genuineness 
of the figure, he had not thought it worth 
while to call the institution's attention 
to what Mr. Beresford had said. 

The institution’s officers, however, saw 
Mr. Garbe, the young sculptor, and the 
full stery of his part in the transaction 
aame out. After identifying the Silver 
statuette as a cast made from his clay 
model, he told about the commission he 
had received from the art dealer when 
a student in the London county councils 
school of arts and crafts

No power has made such com- 
plete naval preparation and yet nowhere 
is confidence greater that the hostilities 
may be confined to Russia and Japan 
than it is in London. The naval and 
military ‘preparations announced from 
continental capitals @re regarded here 
as being mere common sense measures 
which any power must adopt, however 
remote the contingency of their employ- 
ment may appear. 

It is also thought that the lull in the 
actual war news has led many Wuropean 
correspondents to use their spare time 
in exaggerating the continental action 
and in attributing Such steps as have 
been actually taken to erroneous motives. 
The latest of these, the dispatch from 
Madrid, announcing that preparations 
have been Made to send reinforcements 
to the Balearic islands, meets with an 
emphatic denial and the statement from 
Madrid that Great Britain intends to 
seize Spanish points in the event Of war 
has not even the semblance of proba- 
bility. At the Spanish embassy héfe it 
was emphatically declared that the move-, 
ments of Spanish troops were not due 
to a warning from Great Britain or any 
other power, but were simple and com- 
paratively unimportant precautions that 
all nations must take on one of the pow- 
ers is involved in war. At the foreign 
Office and at the Spanish embassy (the 
latter being particularly well informed 
of the diplomatic moves of the other 
Puropean chancellories), the belief is en- 
tertained that no other European power 
will be involved, least of all Spain, which 
has no direct or indirect interest at stake.

Paris, February 20.—It is announced 
that the Russian foreign minister, Count 
Lamsdorff, today received from the 
Washington government a communica- 
tion stating that Russian policy was 
considered responsive to the American 
note on China, and would be transmitted 
to the governments of China ana Japan. 
This favorable response to the United 
States by Russia is highly gratifying to 
the officials here, as it counteracts the 
mischievous reports to the effect that 
the Russian answer was equivalent to a 
rejection. As a matter of fact, Russia's 
reply is Practically the same as those 
of the other powers recognizing the neu- 
trality of China, with the exception of 
Manchuria. The terms of the Russian 
reply are substantially as follows: 

‘Russia will be glad to join with the 
other powers in the recognition of 
China‘s neutrality on three conditiona: 

“First, that China shall maintain neu- 
trality. 

“Second, that Japan ghall loyally sup- 
port this neutrality. 

“Third, that Manchuria being the fiela 
of military operations, shal] not be in- 
cluded.”’ 

The reply is quite brief, not including 
any language beyond the foregoing three 
conditions and the introductory sentence. 
The communkation which Count Lams- 
dorff has now received from Secretary 
Hay, is equally br.ef and explicit, and is 
confined to the statement that Russia’s 
answer is considered responsive to the 
American proposition, and will be trans- 
mitted to China and Japan.

“Our fatherland is passing through a 
difficult epoch. The moment has come 
when you, my brothers, must show the 
whole world that you are not unworth 
sons of your country and that althoug 
standing apart before the altar of reli- 
gion, you are wnited with our citizens 
before the altar of patriotism and are 
ready with all the czar’s faithful lieges 
to sacrifice yourselves for the fatherland.

THE WAR IN THE FAR EAST 


AND HOW IT CAME ABOUT 


N interesting recital of the incidents 
A leading up to the war between Ja- 

pan and Rueasia is presented if a 
recent issue of The Chicago Record-Her- 
ald. It fs pointed out by this writer that 
the trouble practically had {ts inception in 
'894 when Japan and China fought for 
Korea. China had from time Immemortal 
claimed a protectorate over the hermit 
kingdom, but in 1876, soon after the birth 
of modern Japan, the latter country ob- 
tained from China a formal recognition 
of Korean independence and surrendered 
the suzerain claims. In 1882 the Japan- 
ese legation at Seou) was attacked by a 
mob, and this was made the pretext for 
the {mportation of a small army from 
Japan. This tnvasién resulted in a pro; 
test from China, and the outcome was 
that a treaty was signed providing that 
both China and Japan should withdraw 
their troops from Korea and not send 
them back before official notification had 
been given to efther power. A revolt tu 
1884 caused the Korean king to call on 
China for help, and Li Hung Chang, who 
was then tn power, sent 2,000 men. Japan 
immediately hurried troops through the 
port of Chemulpo to Seoul, and demands 
for reforms were made. In the turmoil 
that ensued the Korean Queen Min was 
slain, and it was said at the time that 
she had been murdered by Japan- 
ese troops. The Japanese Minister 
Otori seized the person of _ the 
king end then approached the Chinese 
government with two proposals: ‘That 
China should recognize the mikado’s plan 
of reforms for Korea and that Japan, in 
return, would recognize the nominal &u- 
zerainty of the Pekin government over 
the peninsula. 


Tt was at this interesting point that 
the hand of Russia was first noticeabdle. 
The czar demanded explanations as to 
the purpose of Japan, and the mikado’s 
government replied that it had no de- 
signs on Korean territory. In answer 
Russia emphatically declared that she 
coulda not consent to any acquisition of 
territory by Japan. England, who also 
was unfriendly toward Japan, suggested 
a general intervention, but the powers 
hesitated and the tension’ = increased. 
Meanwhile China was preparing for a 
conflict, and on July 20, 1894, sent 12.- 
000 men to the Korean pert of Asan. 
Then war was begun, resulting in a Se- 
ries of brilliant vietories for the Japa- 
nese, and practically ending with the 
capture of Port Arthur fortress, Novem- 
ber 20, 1894, and tin the fall of New 
Chwang, the last Chinese stronghold, 
March 4, 1895. Then came the nego- 
tlations for peace and the more formid- 
able appearance of Russia on the Scene. 
Japan had demanded the whole of Man- 
churia, which ts more than double the 
size of the Japanese empire, the {sland 
of Formosa and the recognition of the 
independence of Korea as a sovereign 
state and an indemnity of about $20.- 
000,000. 


China called on Russia for ald and this 
time it was forthcoming with alacrity. 
Germany and France also took the part 
of China and England advised Japan to 
vield to the powers. The result 
was that Japan had to be  sgzat- 
isfied with an indemnity of $20.- 
000,000 and the I!sland of Formosa 
and signed the treaty of Skimonosetkt me 
a sullen and discontented mood. Rusata 
at once demanded a quid pro auo for the 
material aid it had given China. The 
dowarer empress and her advisers were 
speedily compliant, and a lefse of a strip 
of territory across Manchuria. which in- 
cluded Port Arthur and Tallenwan, was 
made to the St. Petersburg government. 
This lease has still abovt eighteen years 
to run, and is renewable, and of course 
has always been resented by Japan. This 
has been followed by continued Russian 
aggression and by intrigue at the Korean 
capital. There was anothér uprising at 
Seoul five ye@rs ago, when the king fled 
for protection to the Russian embassy. 
He declared that he feared violence at 
the hands of the Japanese, but this 
charge the mikado's government declared 
to be unfounded. However, the king re- 
mained under Russian protection more 
than a year. 


After extensive negotiations a treaty 
was signed January 30, 1902. ‘This treaty 


caused astonishment throughout the elv- 
llized world: that its opening eentence 
gives the import of the notable compact, 
and discloses that it was especially aimed 
at Russia, and reads as follows: Thy 
governments of Great Britain and Japan, 
actuated solely by a desire to maintain 
the stafus quo and general peace tn the 
extreme east, being moreover specially 
interested in maintaining the independ- 
ence and territorial integrity of the em- 
pire of China and the empire of Korea, 
and in securing equal opportunities itn 
these countries for the commerce and in- 
dustry of all nations, hereby agree as 
follows: Then. declaring their rights as 
to China and Korea, and asserting {t to 
be. admissible for either of them “to make 
such measures as may be indispensable 
in order to safeguard those interests, if 
threatened elther by the aggressive ac- 
tion of any other power or by the dis- 
turbances arising in China or Korea,” 
the compact continues: “If elther Great 
Britain or Japan, in defense of their ra- 
Spectivee interests as above described, 
should become involved in war with an- 
Other power, the other high contracting 
party will maintain a strict neutrality and 
use its efforts to prevent other powers 
from joining in hostilities against its 
ally.” This fs followed by the significant 
declaration: “If tn the above event any 
other power or powers should join tn hos- 
tilities against that ally, the othér hich 
contracting party will come to its assist- 
ance and will conduct the war tn com- 
mon, and make peace in mutual agree- 
ment with it. The hich contracting par- 
ties agree that neither of them will 
without consulting the other. enter into 
Separate arrangements with another 


power to the prejudice of the tnterest 
above described."”’ 

Russia considered at thie time that 
some show of respect for the rights of 
China would raise her jn the esteen, of 
the nations, and she made a pretense 


} of being ready to evacnate Manchurfa. 


A convention was signed at Pekin April 
~ tn by which it was agreed tha¢ 
“Manchuria was an integra ! 
and subject to the e@mintstbanies anaan 
Of Fekin. The period of evacuation was 
reduced from three years to eighteen 
months. Russia agreed to withdraw from 
the Great Wall to the Lias river within 
the first six months of the signing of the 
treaty; from the east of the Lias river, 
including the remainder of Mukden and 
Kirin, within the second six months, and 
from the Heh-lung- Kiang province with- 
in the third six months. Russia further 
agreed to evacuate Niuchwang as soon 
as the Tientsin provisional government 
should be abolished, or fn any case with- 
in the second six months. Parts of these 
agreements were carried out, but the 
Chinese officials complained that in de- 
parting Russian troops had caarieg every- 
thing portable from the railway lines 
and further that soldiers had only moved 
ra the concessions along the roads. Tn 
act, Russia seemed to , ’ 
installed in Manchuria ‘1st oo 
aggressions In Korea. The mikado de- 
termined upon strong measures. and 
August 12 last sent a formal protest to 
St. Petersburg, with a demand that Rus- 
sia sign a treaty stipulating the Inde- 
pendence of Korea. The answer from &t. 
Petersbure was lone delayed, but finally 
it came and was couched in concillatory 
terms. 

The answer/ referred to containea a 
significant counter proposal. This was 
to the effect that the czar would agree to 
the independence of Korea if Japan 
should grant a free rein to Russia itn 
Manchuria. This was further taken to 
mean that Russfa asked a free hand with 
regard to all China. Japan at once de- 
clined the proposal. She knew she was 
bound by the treaty with England to 
preserve the independence of China, and 
even had she not been enmeshed by treaty 
ties she could not agree to the Russian 
Proposals. She insisted upon a settlement 
of the Korean question without any ref- 
erence to conditions in China or Man- 
churia, but Russia insisted to the last 
that she should at the least enjoy as 
much influence in the hermit kingdom as 
did the Japanese. Japan declared that 
Korea was vitally necessary to her, as a 
demand for the evacuation of Manchuria 
was asserted a measure oi protection of 
her Korean rights. The czar: ~culd not 
see the force of this argument, and the 
tension increased until Rugsian troops 
were landed at Chemulpo January 6 and 
sent to Seoul. The answer of Japan was 
to draw the sword that so long had been 
clinking eagerly in its scabbard, and the 
war was OL.

Baltimore 
are conservatively estimated at $35,000, 
making an impairment of over $25,000. 
Another great loss was sustained in the 
sudden death of Captain Redding, presi- 
dent of the company, who succumbed to 
heart disease February 14. 
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The following story frorm The Insurance 
Field only proves that it is well nigh 
impossible to escape the overtures of the 
modern enterprising insurance man: 

The story is as follows: 

“Good life men are supposed to be 
able to write insurance amid the wreck 
of matter and the crash of worlds, and 
the persistent ‘plugging’ for premiums is 
always a long way ahead of the slow pre 
cession of opportunities. Robert C. Mor- 
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ris, instructor for the New York Life at 
Mobile, tells of an apt pupil as follows: 
"- cannot help telling you of one case of 
taking advantage of opportunities’ which 
t have just seen demonstrated by one or 
the new men here, and this a country 
bey, James L. Smith, of Repton, Ala. 
Whenever he goes on a train, he starts 
in at the front, walks through the 
coaches, deposits his baggage, and hav- 
ing sized everyhody up as went 
through, comes back and git« down by 
the man he considers a g000 prospect, 
I can tell you of three or four cases 
of just this kind, one of which was writ- 
ten after midnight; he would have writ- 
ten another, but everynody was asleen 
by the time he finished the first Several 
days ago he picked out a man in this 
way, and after riding with him 25 miles, 
got his application and check for the 
whole premium. They got off the train at 
a junction where both were _ to change 
cars, went to the examiner there. but 
found him out of town.

Other town with his applicant. had him 
examined, and returned tn time for both 
to catch thelr trains! These are facts 
which, ft seems to me, might give val- 
uable suggestions to other men. and sv 
I have taken the liberty to submit

Hitchcock Says Combines Profit 
Hugely by Contract 


Washington, February 20.—This was a 
field day in the house. The naval ap- 
propriation bill was under consideration 
and the discussion encompassed various 
topics, much of it revolving more or less 
around | politics. 

After Mr. Dayton, republican, of West 
Virginia, of the committee on naval af- 
fairs, had pleaded for a larger navy, Mr. 
Hitchcock, democrat, of Nébraska, de- 
clared that there was gross national ex- 
travagance in the annual appropriation 
bills. He asserted, too, that the larger 
items in the army and navy supply bills 
went. to the trusts, the armor trust, the 
beef frust and the ship building trust.

He 
said the armor plate trust had made 
enough profit during the last five years 
to pay handsome dividends, pay entirely 
for its plants and have money left over. 
He declared that the very government 
which was supposed to be after’ the 
trusts -making the large contracts 


with them. 

Mr. Hardwick, democrat, of Georgia, 
precipitated a discussion on the Philip- 
pine question by declaring that the re- 
tention of the islands is responsible for 
the demand for a large navy. He chal- 
lenged the majority to neake a declara- 
tion as to the future of the islands. There 
was some discussion hgtween Mr. Cooper, 
chairman of the insular committee, and 
Messrs. Hardwick and Cochran over the 
retention of the Philippines and the pos!i- 
tion of the republican administration on 
that subject. Mr. Cooper declined to say 
whether or not the intention of the re- 
publicans was to withdraw from the 
islands. 

Mr. Bates, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
said he was glad to see the democratic 
members getting together. He called at- 
tention to the utterances on the minority 
side on the Philippine question and then 
to the views recently expressed by Mr. 
Cleveland on that and other subjects. 
The latter, he observed, was regarded by 
certain newspapers as a receptive candl- 
date. Mr. Bates attached significance to 
the bringing forward in the house the 
question of the retention of the Philip- 
pines. 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, 
sought to secure an adjournment until 
Tuesday that proper respect might be 
paid to the memory of George Washing- 
ton on Monday. Mr. Payne, of New 
York, thought it would be more patriotic 
to celebrate the anniversary by building 
up the navy, and the house adjourned 
until Monday with the naval appropria- 
tion bill still pending.

The past show was discussed and every- 
One was perfectly satisfied with the re-

the different birds.

Old Minute Book of City 
- Council Has Been Unearthed, 


It Was Discovered in the Plunder 
Boom in the Basement of City 
Hall, and Is Removed to 
the Fireproof Vault. 


A mi, sing record book of the municipali- 
ty was found yesterday morning by Rob- 
ert Schmidt, who hae been engaged in 
the’ work of cleaning and assorting that 
portion of Atlanta’s records now stored 
in a plunder room in the basement of the 
building. 

The yolume found by Mr. Schmidt yes- 
terday is a book which contains a rough 
draft of the minutes of council from 1852 
to 1859. It is especially valuable because 
of the fact that it contains the minutes 
of 1852. which are not in the first book 
of the minutes of Atlanta, a volume that 
is supposed to extend from 1848 to 1854, 
inclusive. 

Mr. Schmidt was appointed by Mayor 
Howell several days ago to clean and as- 
sort the records of iae municipaiity and 
he is now at work under the direction of 
City. Clerk Campbell. The city officials 
were very much elated yesterday be- 
cause of the finding of the old book, as 
this alone is sufficient to warrant the ex- 
penditure nmécessary for the work, 

The records in tbe basement of the 
building are the originals of the ordi- 
nances and resolutions adopted by coun- 


ell from 1848 to 1889 and the books of 


the various departments between those 
years. All other records of the municipali- 
ty, including all the minutes of counc.] 
and the aldermanic board, are in the fire- 
proof yaults. 

It ls now proposed to move the old 
records from the basement plunder room 
into the vaults and give them the protec- 
tion they deserve. The-work will probably 


‘be completed within the next three or 


four weeks.

Troutman’s first dreft on the funds in 
his possession for purposes of specula- 
tion was drawn on February 13. He com- 
mitted sulcide February 19. 

February 10 Troutman’'s balance on the 
books of the sanitarium account was 
$24,144.22. On this the following drafts 
were drawn: 

February 12, $759.42; February 13, 
$9,018.30; February 16, $6,015.39 afd 
$832.01; February 19, $7,027.75. His bal- 
ance on February 19 was $491.25. 

Part of the money drawn out February 
12 was to pay bills for the sanitarium; 
all the rest, including that of the 19th, 
was used for speculation. 

Troutman’s total shortage was found to 
be $23,040.07. 

It is stated that he speculated with Hub- 
bard Bros. & Co., and is said to have 
-Fome money with them and with other 
firms, to whom he sent the cash direct 
In making his purchases, Whatever is re- 
covered in this way will go to the bond 
compény and it is thought the company’s 
loss will be comparatively small.

It Is Said That Five Hundred Rebels 
Were Killed and Wounded—The 
Turks Also Sustained Very 
Heavy Losses in Killed 
and Wounded. 


Salonica, Macedonia, Februaty 20,—An- 
other battle occurreé between the insur- 
gent Albanians in north Albania and the 
Turkish troops, February i8. The Al- 
baniang were beaten, losing 500 men kill- 
@d and wounded. The Turks also lost 
heavily. -

the Turks at IMakova, has been super- 
seded, owing to the gultan's displeasure, 
at hig unduly e@vere treatment of the 
Albanians. 

FRANCE IS WATCHING 
EVENTS IN BALKANS 

Paris, February 20.—Almost with as 
close attention as they are observing the 
Russian-Japaneése war, the French au- 
thorities are watching events in the Bal- 
kans. From Bulgaria assurances have 
been received that she does not propose 
to take any measures to precipitate war, 
and most of the leaderg of the recent 
insurrection have indicated their purpose 
to see what the reforms will accomplish 
before renewing the rebellion in Mace- 
donia. Moreover, it ds not believed that 
the Macedonian committee has as much 
money as heretofore with which to car- 
ry on a conflict. Nevertheless, it is wel] 
understood that Russia's preoccupation 
in the Far East greatly increases the 
chances of war In the Balkans. Turkey 
declares she proposed scrupulously to 
carry out the reforms imposed by the 
powers, but a high Turkish officer here 
today said the attitude of his govern- 
ment must necessarily depend on the 
attitude of the Macedonians and Bulga- 
rians, 

“We know,” he said, “that the Mace- 
donian committee has been purchasing 
large quantities of arms and we know 
it has been buying fazs, like those worn 
by the Ottoman, troops, which will be 
worn when the révolutionists are engag- 
ed in some particularly heinous crime, and 
which they will seek to thruw on the 
shoulders of the Turks. gut Turkey, 
while loyaily endeavoring to carry out 
the wishes of the powers, will be pre- 
pared for any and all] eventualities.’’ 

Asked if this would be war, the offi- 
cial answered that he could not tell: that 
would depend on developments. He ad- 
mitted that Turkey was mobilizing a for- 
midable body of troops in» Macedonia; 
but, he added, this was due to the A}- 
banian revolt, r 

The presence of Turkish troops is em- 
barrassing the powers, because thev 
prevent the operation of the international] 
gendarmiere. 

Diplomats here say that if ever an op- 
portunity existed for the porte to end 
the Macedonian trouble, by striking Bul- 
garia, who encourages it, it is now.

It isa matter for general felicitation that the negotiations concerning 
the new Louisville and Nashville terminalis in Atlanta have assumed a phase 
which practically guarantees the complétion of the work on the broad 
scope as planned, and which, at the same time, leaves: the way open for 
the Washington street viaduct to be built at such time as the city may be 
prepared for the undertaking. 

As already reported in The Constitution, the unanimous report of the 
bridge and street committees of council] is that, speaking generally, the 
concessions asked for be granted upon condition that in making the cen- 
templated improvements an unobstructed Way be left open for the Washing- 
ton street viaduct extension and that whenever the city is prepared to as- 
sume the expense of constructing the approaches to the viaduct, the rail- 
roads shall pay for that part of the viaduct “extending across the land of 
the said railroad companies.” The city is to decide when it wants the 
viaduct, and how it is to be constructed. When constructed the city is to 
pay for the approaches and the railroads for the viaduct span from abit- 
ment to abutment, over the tracks. 

It is estimated that the proposed viaduct will cost front $125}000 to 
$175,000. The city’s part of the expense will be, approximately, one-half of 
the total cost. Under the terms of the unanimous report of the two com- 
mittees the city is not required to make this immediate outlay, but is placed 
in the fortunate position where it may call for the improvement when it is 
assured that it js financially able to undertake its part of the expense. | 

In the report of the two council committees before which this matter 
has been under consideration it will be observed that in dealing with the 
several concessions asked for, in addition to the Central avenue and Waverly 
Place terminals, the railroads are required to bear considerably more, and 
the city considerably less, of the cost of the improvements m&de necessary 
by the newly arranged crossings of the city avenues affected, than proposed 
by the roads in their orfginal offer. It seems that the committees have care- 
fully guarded the interests of the city and that they have left nothing 
undone to bring about a satisfactory solution of the problem under con- 
sideration. 

All of which goes to show what can be done when business men get 
together to discuss a business proposition in a business way! 

The entrance of the Louisville and Nashville railroad into Atlanta will 
be the most significant and far reaching railroad development that has taken 
Place in Atlanta since the building of the Attlanta and: Charlotte Air Line 
railroad, which gave Atlanta a new line to the east and which marked a 
distinct epoch in the city’s marvelous growth. The people of Atlanta, real- 
izing the tremendous advantage which would be gained in the building of 
this new line voted $300,000 for it, and that subscription is part of the 
city’s refunded bonded indebtednéss now. 

So it was with the Georgia Western railroad subscription, in which 
Atlanta bonded itself for $300,000 more to get a railroad to Birmingham. 
The value of those investments, and the advantage to’ the city in the build- 
ing of these lines is incalculable—and yet the coming to Atlanta of the 
Louisville and Nashville system means more for the city today than was 
then meant by both of the other two combined. 

The entrance of the Louisville and Nashville system into Atlanta is of 
far reaching importance and the benefits to accrue will be of inestimable 
value to the city. It furnishes a new direct line to Cincinnati and the 
west, a new and shorter approach to the great coal fields of Tennessee, the 
active competition of one of American’s greatest railroad systems for incom- 
ing and outgoing business, and it connects in Atlanta, as a common meet- 
ing point, the net work of that vast system with the thousands of miles 
of the owning company—the Atlantic Coast Line—which reaches Atlanta 
by the Georgia railroad. Who knows but that it may ultimately mean that 
Atlanta will be the general headquarters of the combined system? 

That the city will welcome this great development and lend a helping 
hand whenever possible goes without saying. 

Those residents of Washington street and that vicinity who have inter- 
ested themselves in the viaduct are among Atlanta’s most prominent and 
active business men. Instead of throwing any obstacle in the way of the 
city’s development, their full and hearty cooperation may always be de- 
pended upon in any movement that looks to the city’s growth and to the 
advancement of its interests. Under the proposition as unanimously re- 
ported by the two committees of council. the viaduct for which they ask 
will be assured as soon as the city is prepared to undertake its part of 
the work. As to the point that the city is being asked to “give away” a 
single square foot of any of its streets, the council committees have no 
doubt satisfied themselves that no such contribution is asked, nor made, 
for, as The Constitution understands it, for every inch of streets yielded 
new streets are opened over the private property of the petitioners and a 
particularly valuable avenue is gained in extending a direct means of ap-

take place during the next few days between the council committees and 
those interested in the legislation under consideration it is possible that

old copy, or-to a bound volume of 
The Nation, for the initials which he 
ascribes to the contributor are those 
of’ Dr. Fitzedward Hall, who has 
been dead for several years. Dr. 
Hall was an accomplished philologist, 
and he was noted among scholars 
for his. wonlerful knowledge of the 
history of English words. ,When Dr, 
Murray’s.s New’ English Dictionary 
was begun, Dr. Hall was among the 
first men to -whom the editor turned 
for advice and aid, and he was con- 
stantly appealed to as the work pro- 
gressed. 

If Dr. Hall was in doubt about the 
locution employed by the schoolmis- 
tress it was solely on account of the 
fact that his correspondent failed to 
reproduce on paper what the lady 
really said; for it may be asserted 
here, beyond all manner of doubt, that 
She never “wished” she was at home. 
What she did say was, “I wish ’t I 
was at home,” and it is a form of ex- 
pression, perfectly proper in speech, 
though perhaps not elegant. It is 
employed frequently by well educa- 


‘ted people, and it will continue to be 


employed as long as elision remains 
one of the comforts of a_ spoken 
language, and until all the habits of 
speech are reformed. ~ 

It is worthy of note that the harm- 
less controversy in regard to “you-all” 
has subsided. The finishing touch 
seems to have been given by the au- 
thor of “At You-Alls’ House,” a re- 
cently published story. It was sug- 
gested by one of the disputants that 
the . punctuation employed by the 
author was sufficient to show that 
the phrase is sometimes used in the 
singular, as applying to one person. 
As a matter of fact, the author-de- 
clares that he never supposed that 
the phrase could ‘be applied to one 
person, 

He was more correct in his 
thoughts than his printer was in 
his punctuation, for the locution is 
never employed in the singular, no 
matter how illiterate the person who 
uses it. Every dialect has a grammar 
of its own, and though its rules may 
never pe written out, they are inviol- 
able in usage. It is not the people 
who make errors in dialect, but the 
writers who try to reproduce it with- 


out giving to the matter the serious. 


study that it deserves. No writer 
can correctly reproduce a dialect 
that is not ground into his compre- 
hension by long familiarity, or by 
special study. 

Meantime, it should not be forgot- 
ten that stories written merely for 
the sake of the dialect, make very 
dreary reading.

“JUST FROM GEORGIA.”| AN OLD WINDOW OVERLOOKING 


” THE SNAP-BEAN FARM. #@ 
By Joel Chandler farris. 


There is a certain west window that has the merit of overlooking nearly 
the whole of the Snap-Bean farm. It is not ome of your modern windows 
that present a yawning glass front to half the universe; on the contrary, it 
is an old-fashioned window rather prinily shaped, and carries, as it were, 
modesty on its very countenance, hiding what is behind it, and yet giving 
| @ free outlook on a scope of country large enough to satisfy any tourist who 
desires to travel in his easy chair without leaving behind the familiar things 
that are part and parcel of his existence. 

The probability is that there are very few people in this giddy world who 
would boast of the convenience of this old-fashioned window, and it is 
more than likely that in these days, when comfort is sacrificed to appear 
ance, it would be moved bodily, sash, frame and fating. should new people 
with hew money come into the house as proprietors. For it is not a pretty 
Window in all respects, and it would not appeal to those whose tastes are 
Said to be modern. To be candid, it is a very difficult window; it is not hung 
with weights, but is fitted in the frame point-blank, and if you desire to raise 
it, the feat must be accomplished by main strength. And when it is raised, 
there is a huge button with a notch in the end to hold it. 

The panes are not of a fashionable size. and the sash is not polished, 
save by long use. The sill of the facing has lost whatever color it may 
have had originally, and now conforms to the sobriety that nature is fond: 
of, and there is more than one notch in it where the boys have tried their 
jack-knives. There is one cut in particular that goes deep, as if some one 
had tried the temper of a hatchet. and it has been there for twenty-five 
years. It is in the nature of a memorial, and there are not more than two 
people in the world today that know whose busy hand placed it there. 

A famous artist sat by the windyw not long ago, and his eye fell on: 
the deeply notched cut. It must have interested him, for he rubbed it with 
his fingers, and then glanced around inquiringly. “I might have guessed 
it,” he declared, though all the information he received was conveyed in 
a nod and a smile. Nevertheless, the old window would be condemned by 
modern taste, and its place would be taken by a bay, with a brick founda- 
tion; or, worse than that, the old room, and the old house itself, would 
be torn away and cartel off to the rubbish heap with all their memories, 
though all the spirits of happiness and content cried out against such 
vandalism. 

The window does not, as might be supposed, face the main thorough- 
fare, and it is so far from being contiguous to the side street that those 
who hurry along the perspective, unconscious of the fact that the watchfnl 
eyes of the window are upon them, have the appearance of toy men and 
women. Mr. Vim, who is proud of his six feet three, looks like a 6-yearold 
Loy, only you wonder why a small boy should be wearing long pants in 
the face of custom and the mode. And Mrs. Vap—well, if you were to 
be suddenly told, without giving you time to catch your breath, how she 
appears from the window, you would be in danger of losing the buttons on 
your vest. 

It is wonderful what a panorama of people and things pass before the 
face and eyes of the old window. The vitascope, with its wild and whirling 
haste and its bold and blurring reproduction of distracting episodes, is not 
to be mentioned as a rival, for it only gives out the special and the par- 
ticular; whereas, the old window looks out upon life at its best. At its 
best, because everything is orderly and peaceful and friandly. It sees chil- 
dren trooping back and forth to school, or engaged in mimicking life in 
their play—the little girl-mother with her precious but dirty doll-child, the 
little boy cavalryman with his fiery steed fashioned from a section of a 
barrel hoop. 

And then there are the birds. Quite near the old window there is a 
corner where the shrubbery has been allowed to grow as it will, and it is 
wonderful what pleasing results nature can produce unassisted by the fretful 
advice and help of man. The apple tree and a young china tree seem to be 
rivals for the attentions of the woodbine growing in their shade. The china 
was first to win, for the woodbine climbed into its outstreched arms, and 
for a season seemei to be perfectly happy there. 

But not for long. With the fickleness that is characteristic of things 
that cling, and as the.result of coaxing that the old window could not hear, 
the woodbine crossea over to the apple tree, winding its tendrils around 
and about the sheltering boughs. Resting here for a season, it seemed that 
content had taken possession of the scene; but in a little wnile the woodbine, 
growing weary of the apple tree, dropped down into the embraces of the 
boxwood growing near, and is now creeping toward the big poplar. 

In the winter, when the mornings are cold the apple tree is a popular 
resort for the birds, especially after the sum has warmed and illuminated 
the topmost branches. Here the blue jays and the sparrows come; the 
sparrows for the warmth to be found there and the jays for a frolic, If there 
is any such thing as humor in birds, the blue jay is full of it, for no sooner 
does he arrive, after summoning a companion or two, than trouble begins 
for the sparrows. They are compelled to join in a game of tag, with the 
result that for an hour or more, with occasional pauses for rest, the apple 
tree is all of a-flutter and full of life, with the play of the birds. 

Occasionally a vagrant grosbeak, in the red robe of a cardinal, lends 
his presence to the scene, and then the flutter and play suddenly cease. He 
is an intruder, and the rest of the birds are not free and unconstrained in 
his company. Watchful and curious eyes follow all his movements; indeed, 
he is the victim of such solemn observation that he presently retires to 
the solitude that is more congenial; and then the game of tag goes on again 
until the rattling grocery wagon disperses the feathered company. 

The old window knows that the blue jay has his uses; it is comforting 
to feel that -he can harry the sparrows and scatter some part of the energy 
that they would otherwise employ in noise or mischief.

HOW TO PRONOUNCE 
NAMES IN THE ORIENT 


(From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 


fra HP following key to the pronun- 
[ciation of Japanese, Chinese and 
Korean geographical names was 
prepared by Hajime Ota, the Japanese 
world’s fair commissioner: Japanese 
geoghaphical names are pronounced by 
Japanese with little accent, as a rule. 
The vowels are spoken broadly—‘‘a”’ as 
“ah,” “e” as long “e,” “‘i’’ as short “e,” 
“o” generally as ‘‘o,”’ but sometimes as 
“aw,” and “u”’ as ‘‘oo.” 

There is little slurring of syllables; the 
divisions are distinct, and as a rule both 
the final letter of a sfilable and the first 
letter of the following one retain their 
distinct pronunciation. 

This leads Americans frequently to 
suppose that another sound has been in- 
troduced between the syllables. Take 
the name “Tokio.” It is pronounced ‘*To- 
kyo”’—the “‘o” in the first syllable and 
the “k’’ in the second being given such 
individua] pronunciation that when 
spoken rapidly it sounds to the unac- 
customed ear much like the “Toa-kyoh.” 

“F’' is not spoken distinctly when it 
begins the first syllable and is followed 
by “u,” as in Fukuoko. This word is 
pronounced ‘“‘Foo-kwoo-o0-kah,’’ the sound 
being much as though it were “fK woo- 
o-kah.”’

| of last year, much less an increase of 
that acreage. 

Very recently the writer was in confer- 
ence with representative agriculturists 
from every congressional district in this 
state—observant, conservative, gentlemen, 
each of them. In reply to inquiry on my 
part each reported that it was practically 
impossible to secure requisite farm labor 
so far as the negro is concerned, and that 
for this reason, if for no other, an in- 
crease in the cotton acreage is absolutely 
impossible. 

Another important view: Current dis- 
cussion Mas impressed upon the minds of 
the farmers the fact that, on an average, 
the crop of 1903-04 was not a profitable 
crop. Why? Because three acres of land 
were necessary to the production of one 
bale. 

There is no money in cotton unless the 
yield per acre be one-half to three-quar- 
ters of a bale—a 500-pound bale. This 
is now generally accepted as a fact. 

Is Jabor scarce, difficult to engage, be- 
cause of wages or because of antagonism 
between land owner and laborer? Not at 
all. The younger. negroes, who today con- 
stitute the body from which farm help is 
to be obtained, are in a transition state 
and averse to the character of work 
necessary on a farm. That work is in no 
sense exhaustive, but it must be regular 
and persistent from the day the crop is 
pitched till it is harvested.

I bring you the assu @ce that a larger 
number of young gentlemen in Georgia 
have ¢ontentedly turned to farm work 
this year than at any time in thirty 
years. I have given considerable atten- 
tion to this feature of the situation and 
I know that what I have stated js a 
fact. It meang much for our grand old 
commonwealth. 

A greatly exaggerated idea, as to the 
crops of eleven years, 1889-90 to 1I899-

pound) bales, but the average yield per 
year, the eleven years, was less than 
9,000,000 bales.

10,000,000 bales if, by chance, it should

The gravity of the situation, ag it re |

Europe tried cotton culture, 1861-65. 
She made then, as she can again make, 
cotton of a certain texture and grade, 
but it is lacking in the high quality of 
the American grown staple. 

I repeat an encouraging and controlling 
fact: During the decade, 1890-1900, 
while the increast in the number of bales 
consumed was 6! per cent, the increase 
in the number of bales produced was only 
29 per cent, . 

Those figures are far from being mean- 
ingless, 

In closing this article, I want to stand 
uncovered in the presence of the young 
gentlemen of Georgia and the south who, 
having put their hands to the plow, will 
not turn back.

MIXON APPREHENSIVE 
OVER INCREASED CROP 


M. MIXON, soliciting freight 
R agent of the Louisville and Nash- 
® ville railroad, with offices ait Au- 
gusta, and also a practical] farmer of 
Williston, 8. C., where he has large hold 
ings, is much concerned lest southern 
farmers should lose their heads over 
the high price of cotton and neglect all 
other crops during the current year. An 
interesting letter from him on the cotton 
situation, published recently, attracted 
much attention. He furnishes The Con- 
stitution another communication ad- 
dressed to the southern farmers, urging 
the disastrous results that, would result 
from a return to the all-cotiton policy. 

He declares that a medium crop 
brings more than a large one, pointing 
out that the past season’s crop at an 
average price of 12% cents, netted the 
southern farmers $625,000,000; whereas 
if the crop had been fifty per cent 
larger it would have Brought nearly two 
hundred million less, despite the in- 
creased cost of making and marketing 
the larger crop. 

He believes there is great danger of 
over-production under the following 
conditions and as a necessary conse-

your corn, so as to enable you to better 
cultivate your cotton. 

Or neglecting to fertilize your corn 
crops, so as to enable you to use fer- 
tilizers more freely on your cotton. 

Mr. Mixon’s letter refers to the effect 
upon the cotton market of the war in 


the east, and continues ag follows: 

Don't make the mistake of buying to 
put every acre possible In cotton, think- 
ing that you are the only one doing it. 
for every planter thinks alike, and 
every planter is trying to fool all the 
other planters, but at the end, he will 
find that he himself is the only one he 
has succeeded in fooling. 

The only way to hold the price of cot- 
ton up, is to hold the size of the crop 
down, If we can hold the crop down to 
11,000,000 bales, cotton will be worth 
12% cents all the time, and this would 
be best for the spinners as well as the 
farmers. 

It is not cheap cotton that the mills 
are after, but a reguiar market on 
which they can base a regular price for 
these goods. It is a fluctuating market 
that works havoc among the milis. Give 
them a steady market for cotton and 
they can make the price of their goods 
to correspond, and go on making diviI- 
dends for their stockholders. 


No Wisdom in Big Crop. 


There ig no wisdom in trying to plant 
a big crop of cotton; most especially is 
it foolish to do so, at the expense of 
your food crops. The war between 
Japan and Russia is now on, in dead 
earnest, and may last a couple of years; 
in fact, other nations may be drawn 
into the struggle. If so, you will see 
corn gell for $1.25 per bushel in the 
south and flour at $8 per barrel, and 
meat at 15 cents per pound during the 
year 1905, while cotitton will be depressed 
to the lowest price possible. 

Be sure that you raise a plenty of 
corn, meat, potatoes and feed to do your 
plantation, and then raise all the cotton 
you can, but don’t neglect your other 
crops for cotton. If you have been 
planting as long as I have been, you 


have realized what it was to buy $1.25 
corn and (Sc meat with 5-cent cotton. 
How did you like it?

CORDELE SCHOOL BONDS DEAL. 


City Council Arranges To Get $20,- 
4 000 for Building. 

Cordele, Ga., February 20.—(Special.)— 
The city council held a specta} meeting 
at-11 o’clock this morning and arranged 
the matter of the school bonds, which are 
to be taken by C.J. Dunn, of Oglethoppe. 

It will be remembered that at a for- 
mer meeting Mayor Wilson was instruct- 
ed to call on Mr. Dunn for’ immediate 
payment of the purchase money. This 
fund goes to the erection of; the new 
$20,000 school building. 

The payment will be made at Once. 
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of the war of 1812, and his own father, 
the late Rev. John Jones, D. D., was a 
chaplain in the confederate army. 

< He was a student at the breaking out 
of the civil war, and going home to 
Rome, Georgia, where his family spent 
its summers, he enlisted in the Rome 
l.ght Guards, which became a part of 
the Eighth Georgia regimewt. He en- 
gaged in many battles with this historic 
regiment, and was wounded at the first 
battle of Manasses. He remained upon 
the fleld, however, and viewed that thrill- 
ing scene when Beauregard, ‘‘uncover- 
ed,’’ saluted the gallant Georgians. La- 
ter he received a serious wound at Mai- 
vern Hill, where,he was commisssoned 
for bravery. Previous to being comntts- 
Sioned, on account of hig skill with the 
rifle, he wgs detailed as a sharpshoo.g® 
from almost the first engagement he 
entered. He was promoted again, and 
finally brevetted a major, being assigned 
to duty upon the staff of General Winder. 
In this capacity he was charged with 
the custody of prisoners of war at vari- 
Ous places, though strict and vigilant to 
prevent their escape, he nevertheless 
commanded the respect and admiration 
of the prisoners, and acquaintances be- 
gin there with union officers, later ripen- 
ed into friendship. 

Returning to his old plantation home 
in Liberty county, at tne close of the 
war, he tound tne former slaves much 
demoralizea by recent events, and a 
constant menace to the few remaining 
whites gn that section. His restless spir- 
it could not brook such conduct, and 
whenever he came in contact with this 
lawless element he proceeded to regulate 
i by his own original methods, with the 
result that his name soon became a ter- 
ror to that ciass. This was not pleasing 
to the federal authorities, who declared 
him an outlaw and ordered that he be 
taken dead or alive. Various d@tach- 
ments searched for him, but the friendly 
swamps, so familiar to him, but un- 
known to his pursuers, always furnished 
a safe refuge. On more than one occa- 
sion he met and defied them, and upon 
another, with the aid of one man, a 
relative, he surprised one of these de- 
tachments, captured and disarmed them, 
avid secured from the captain in command 
the ready promise that if released he 
would use his influence to end this perse- 
cution. The promise was kept. 

The stories told of this picturesque 
confederate,’ among hig former comrades 
and acquaintances sound more Like ro- 
mance than fact. With his long and 
flowing hair, wide brimmed hat and 
hightop boots, he presented, upon his 
gray war horse, a picture of the times 
of chivalry. He was a perfect horse- 
man, and his skill with pistol and rifle 
was almost marvelous, 

Major Jones always possessed the 
courtly mamners of his race, and if he 
had enemies they are unknown, He 
was a pleasing raconteur, and had an 
inexhaustible fund of anecdotes, which 
his friends kept him repeating. Being 
thoroughly familiar with the dialect 
of the coast “‘darkies,”’ he imitated them 
to perfection in their folklore stories, 
which they had told him as a boy in 
their cabins beneath tthe live oak and the 
gray moss. He was always true to the 
memory of the former slaves, and there 
was no stronger attachment between 
men than that existing from boyhood 
between him and his faithful servant 
Sim, who is about his age and survives 
him. Sim was with his young master 
throughout the war, and risked his life 
for him many times. Emancipation made 
no difference in the affection of this 
faithful retainer, and in the dark days 
of reconstruction he was anx,ous to con- 
tinue the same relations indefinitely. 

Major Jones loved the old south and 
its traditions. He was of the old school, 
and maintained its ideas of honowm and 
chivalry. He was always a Iloyal 
friend but a generous enemy. The rela- 
tions in his fam:ly were kind and affec- 
tionate. His heart ever turned to his 
ancentral home by tthe sea, and it was 
hig strong desire to return and pasg his 
remaining years there. 

He met the grim destroyer, when the 
summons came, as he had always met 
him, without fear; and his end was 
peaceful and quiet. His life had been 
full of adventure and excitement, but 
his death was that of one “who lies 
down to pleasant dreams.’’

Details of the Dynamite Explosion 
on Southern Pacific 


Twenty-five Persons Killed and Fif- 
teen Others Injured—Bits -of 
Flesh and Bone Hurled 
Over One Thousand 
Feet.

Ogden, Utah, February 20.—Twenty- 
five persons have been killed, fifteen otn- 
era injured, several, it fs believed fatally, 
and a great amount of railroad property 
destroyed by an explosion of a car load 
of dynamite at Jackson, a telegraph sta- 
tion on the western end of the Great Og- 
dea-Lucien cut off on the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad. 

The explosion was caused by a collis- 
fon between two freight trains, due, it 
is said. to the failure of the air brakes 
apparatus to operate. Eight of the dead 
and five of the injured are Americans; 
the others are Creek laborers. The dead: 

T W. BURKE, section foreman, his 
wife and three children. 

J. W. BURKE, a former general fore- 
man. 

Ww. HOLLER, messenger, formerly 
of Andrew, Ind. 

OWEN DERMODY, conductor, former- 
ly of Beaver Dam, Wis. 

Seventeen Greek laborers, 

The injured: 

Engineer Leina, slight: Conductor 
Courtney, slight; Engineer Slaton, slight; 
Operator Taylor and wife, injured about 
face and body; ten Greek laborers, all 
serlously injured. 

The explosion, following the collision 
between two trains which met head-on 
almost in front of the telegraph station, 
was terrific. Everything within a radius 
of half a mile was wrecked. The town 
of Terrace, 15 miles to the north, was 
shaken as though by an earthquakc. 
Window panes in the station at Colon, 
15 miles away, were shattered, and the 
sound of the explosion was heard in this 
city, 81 miles from the scene of the 
disaster. The ground upon which the 
trains were standing was torn up for 
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over a thousand feet, leaving a great 
excavation 30 feet in depth, fragments 
of a dozen freight cars and two engines 
were thrown for incredible distances over 
the surrounding country, the Station 
building was blown to splinters and the 
dead and injured were scattered for hun- 
dreds of feet in all directions, most of 
them having their clothing torn off. Tel- 
egraph wires and poles were torn down 
for a thousand feet and the first knowl- 
edge of the disaster came from Terrace, 
15 miles away, the operator at that 
place reporting to headquarters that he 
Saw an immense cloud of smoke ascend 
from Jackson and spread out at a great 
height. 

A relief train with doctors, nurses and 
stretchers was hurriedly dispatched from 
this city. The train returned with the 
injured who were placed in the com- 
pany's general hospital. 

The great loss of life among the Greeks 
is accounted for by the fact that they 
occupied outfitting cars which were stand- 
ing near the spot where the explosion oc- 
curred, 

Of the forty-six persons at Jackson at 
the time of the explosion, only nine es- 
caped death or injury. The great rail- 
road trestle over the lake was not dam- 
aged, the explosion occurring a short dis- 
tance beyond the western end of that 
structure, 

Three Killed by Powder Explosion. 

Paterson, N. J., February 20.—An ex- 
plosion at the Laflin and Rand powder 
mills, at a place 7 miles from here, 
caused the death of three men. Three 
mills were wrecked. ‘ 

Al Jackson and James Weir were killed 
instantly, their bodies being blown to 
pieces. Frederick Weimer died an hour 
larer, Thirty-five other employees were 
injured, several seriously. The cause of 
the explosion is unknown. Its force was 
felt here, in Newark and in other nearby 
cities. The town of Little Falls, 5 miles 
from the mill, was badly shaken and 
many window§S were broken-and several 
large brick chimneys collapsed. 

Fourteen Persons Killed. 

Parts, February 20.—Fourteen em- 
ployees of a celluloid comb factory «at 
the corner Boulevard Sebastopol and 
Rue Etienne Mariet, lost their lives to- 
day tn a fire which was started by an 
explosion of gas. About twenty other 
employees were injured.

MORMON ELDER 
TAKES HilS LIFE 


Lorenzo Crosby Lived in At- 
lanta Until Recently, 


While in a Berth in a Pullman He 
Shot Himself Twice — Letters 
Found on Him Which In- 
dicate Domestic 
Trouka.

Kansas City, February 20.—Lorenzo 
Crosby, said to be an elder :n ‘tthe Mor- 
mon church, while en route from At- 
lanta, Ga., where he had been § sta- 
tioned, to Holbrook, Ariz., shot and fa- 
tally wounded himself in a berth in a 
Pullman between Chicago and Alton, 
Ills., today. He was brought to Kansas 
City and placed in. the city hospital, 
where it is said he cannot live longer 
than 24 hours. 

Until 1902 Crosby ‘was stationed at 
Richmond, Va., and was a member of 
the Virginia conference of the Mormon 
church, Later he was transferred to 
Atlanta, where he has lived until re- 
cently. Crosby was unconscious when 
brought to this city. In his pocket were 
found two letters, one signed Mollie 
Crosby, from an Arizona town, apparent- 
ly from his wife, and which indicated 
domestic trouble, and another from a 
Salt Lake City woman. 

Crosby, who is 35 years old, shot him- 
self twice, one bullet penetrating his 
brain. He was treated by a railway 
surgeon, who occupied a berth in the 
same car with him, but littie could be 
done for the man.

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Birmingham, Ala., February 20.—(Spe 
clal.)}—The industrial and commercial 
outlook for this section does not have 
the snappy appearance this district usu- 
ally has, and as a consequence business 
is somewhat depressed, or rather walit- 
ing for developments. The great con- 
solidation scheme of the three large iron 
and steel corporations now in contem- 
plation, have put prudent investors ta 
thinking what would be the result of 
such consolidation as effecting business 
in this district. There seems to be dif- 
ference of opinion—one that it would be 
disastrous to the industrial development 
of the mineral section, the other that 
such consolidation will be of the gréat- 
est value and would cause a boom equal 
to 1886-7. 

Notwithstanding the waiting feeling of 
uneertainty, praperty holders are hold- 
ing stiff for old prices, and those who 
want to invest are not willing to take 
chances at present. The consequence of 
which is that there is a bull in the real 
estate market, 


The railroads and the coal and _ iron 
industries do not seem to be affected by 
the seeming want of confidence which 
has in a great measure permeated the 
district. 

Republic Iron and Steel. 

The Republic Iron and Steel Company 
and the promoters of it, goes steadily on 
improving its properties. The fires have 
been lighted in furnace No. 3 at the 
Thomas furnace, which is the largest 
furnace in the south, with a capacity of 
300 tons per day. This is comparatively 
a new furnace, only two years old, and 
the repairs make it equal to or better 
than when first built. Furnace No. | 
is being repaired and will be blown in 
blast In the course of two months. 

The Lookout Mountain Company, lo- 
cated in DeKalb county, on the Ala- 
bama Great Southern railroad, where 
extensive developments are being made 
at Battelle, between Chattanooga and 
Birmingham, equidistant, is becoming 
an important factor in developing the 
mining and manufacturing interests in 
the district. 

The improvements now established 
consist of a furnace in process of build- 
ing coal and ore mines and a fine bat- 
tery of coke ovens. The principal buyers 
of the coa} and coke production are the 
Chattanooga furnaces and the Bessemer 
Pipe works. 

The Galloway Coal Company at Carbon 
Hill continue to improve their mines 
and are now putting in operation two 
new mines operated with machine min- 
ing which will materially Increase the 
output of this company. These two will 
make some mines operated by this com- 
pany with machinery, which has long 
since passed the experiment stage and 
has been proven to pick the coal cleaner 
and in more uniform lumps than the 
old way of mining. 

Improvements at Ensley. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company will make extensive improve- 
ments at their No. 4 coal mines at Ens- 
ley by establishing an electrical haulage 
system, which will greatly increase the 
output of this mine, from 40 tp 50 per 
aent. The improvements will require 
a new tipple which with other contem- 
plated improvements will cost $20,000. 

The new mixer at the Ensley steel mill 
has proven a great success and will les- 
sen the cost of steel production in the 
future to the minimum. 

A very lively rumor prevails about the 
building of the railroad on the old survey 
of the Selma and Cahaba Valley railroad, 
brought about by the purchase of large 
tracts of timber lands on the old sur- 


vey, by well known sawmill men who 
are said to be in close touch with ths 
great Louisville and Nashville system. 
It is rumored that the Louisville and 
Nashville will build it, and thereby have 
a double line from the mineral section 
through the finest pine timber in the 
world to water transportation. The 
right of way has already been secured 
and the survey has been made and it is 
thought the road can be cheaply built. 
It would give Selma a great boost as it 
would put her right in the line of cheap 
coal and lumber, two essentials for a 
manufacturing city. 
Southern To Buy New Stock. 

The ‘Southern Railway is negotiating 
for the purchase of thirty passenger 
coaches for its increased service, and the 
Seaboard Air-Line for 1,500 freight cars. 
The Queen and Crescent has placed or- 
ders for 2,400 freight cars, of 60,000 
and 80,000 capacity. Fourteen hundred 
and fifty were placed with the American 
Car and Foundry Company, 750 with the 
Mt. Vernon Car Manufacturing Company 
and 200 with the Southern Car ané 
Foundry Company. 

Bessemer Is Hustling, 

Bessemer business men are looking out 
for trade, and propose to bulld an elec- 
tric line from Bessemer to Blocton, a dis- 
tances of 20 miles and have completed 
arrangements for the survey of the 
route. The line proposed will connect 
all the small towns and mining camps in 
that district and give good facilities for 
transportation to and from Bessemer. It 
is claimed that the route of the proposed 
line runs through a densely populated 
country and the road would pay from 
the start. The people along the route 
are enthusiastic and will aid in the en- 
terprise. 

Birmingham has another new bank, 
and to be known as The Traders’ Na- 
tional bank, with a paid up capital of 
$100,000. The new bank opened up for 
business yesterday with flattering pros- 
pects. 

The officers are John H. Frye, presi- 
dent: O. E. Smith, vice president; C. H. 
Seals, cashier. The officers are princi- 
pally from Anniston, having moved here 
recently. 

Sheffield, Florence and ‘Tuscumbia, 
three important little cities in north Ala- 
bama, have combined forces and built 
an electric car line connecting the three 
places which will greatly facilitate the 
means of transportation; as it is now 
only two trains a day connect these 
places and the traveling public have been 
greatly incommoded in getting to and 
from these places. The bran new cars for 
the line have been receivedo and wil have 
such a schedule as will practically make 
the cities one. 


YOUNG MEN UP FOR BURGLARY. 


Judge Gave Time Sentence, Refusing 
To Impose Fine. 
Hawkinsville, Ga., February 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Noah Ivy and Miles Barnes, two 
well known young men of this county, 
were yesterday convicted before Judge 
Jordan, of the county court, on the 
charge of burglary and sentenced to six 

months in the county chaingang. 

On Friday night they entered the home 
of John Kersey, near Hawkinsville, and 
carried away his firearms and other 
things. Mr. Kersey is known to gen- 
erally keep considerable money on his 
premises and one of the accused, who 
turned state’s evidence, stated that the 
young men’s object in first securing his 
weapons was to go back the next night 
and demand all his money. 

Judge Jordan would not allow them to 
pay a fine. Ivy is only !7 years old. 


PROTEST 1S MADE 
AGAINST VIADUCT 


Proposed Washington StreefStruc- 
ture Meets with Objections, — 


Property Owners and Merchants on 
Decatur Street Have Ignored 
Formal Protest, Which Will 
Be Presented at Next 
Session of Council, 


A petition protesting against the con- 
Struction of the proposed Washington 
street viaduct, signed by owners of more 
than 1,472 feet of frontage on Decatur 
and Courtland streets and by tenants tn 
buildings near the intersection of those 
streets, has been made ready for presen- 
tation to the general council. 

The fact that a concerted movement 
against the construction of the proposed 
viaduct is in progress will be learned 
with interest because of the activity of 
the Washington and neighboring streets 
property owners and because of the fact 
that the building of the structure has 
been provided for in the counter propo- 
sition that will be submitted to the Louis- 
vilie and Nashville and other roads by 
council's committees during the meeting 
that is to be held tomorrow afternoon. 

Those who have been active in favor- 
ing the new viaduct announced that they 
desire the structure to extend from the 
north curb line of Hunter street, along 
Washington street to the northern boun- 
dary of that thoroughfare, across the 
tracks of the railroads, along the entire 
length of Collins street, across Decatur 
street and along Courtland street as far 
as Gilmer street. The length of the pro- 
posed viaduct Is 1,380 feet. 

From the incipiency of the movement 
for the Washington street viaduct there 
has been opposition on Decatur street, 
because of the belief of property owners 
along that thoroughfare that the struc- 
ture would damage them by diverting 
trade to Edgewood avenue and by making 
their places of business inaccessible to a 
section that is now a principal source of 
trade. Not until the petition was signed 
and made ready for council] on yesterday, 
however, was it known that Decatur 
street property owners and merchants 
would become active. 

The ful) text of the petition that is 
to be presented to council is as follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta: The un- 
dersigned taxpayers of the city of Atlanta 
and owners of property injured thereby, 
hereby most respectfully protest against 
the building of the proposed viaduct from 
Hunter street to Gilmer street across De- 
catur street, along Collins and Courtland 
streets. Such a structure will seriously 
and irreparably damage our property by 
driving off trade, and disfiguring the looks 
of Deatur street. It will not add a 
single benefit to this section. 

“The proposed viaduct will close up 
said strect and greatly damage the prop- 
erty fronting on the two blocks, from 
the railroad to Gilmer street; will cut 


off the patronage from those streets or 
coming over those streets to Decatur 
street, and will drive the travel and traf- 

off said Decatur street permanently, 
from one end to the other, by diverting 
it into Edgewood avenue. 

“Petitioners show that Decatur street 
is one of the old original streets of The 
city, laid out and a public thoroughfare 
leading to the country before Atlanta was 
a city; that the property on this street 
is valuable and is taxed in a large sum 
to sustain the city government; and they 
most earnestly protest against such a 
damage being done them by the building 
of the proposed viaduct. 

“They further show that said viaduct, 
if constructed, would not furnish facil- 
ities for reaching the center of the city 
to any one, as a party at one end Of the 
viaduct would be about as far from 
the center of the city as he would be at 
the other end.

RIGHTS OF

Washington, February 1!9.—(Special.)—I 
met John Mitchell, the president of the 
United Mine Workers, by appointment in 
his rooms at the Ebbit house. I say by 
appointment, for Mr. Mitchell is one of 
the busy men of the United States. He is 
the head of the largest labor union jn the 
world. The Association of United Mine 
Workers has more than 300,000 members, 
and it keeps a million dollars in its treas- 
ury to fight its battles with capital. Mr. 
Mitchell is also one of the chief officers of 
the American Federation of Lebor, which 
has mote than two million members, and 
as stich he has to do with congress and 
with all sorts of labor disputes. He is on 
the road about as much as the average 
commercial traveler. He comes to Wash- 
ington once a month, and the remainder 
of his time is spent in Indianapolis or in 
traveling from place to place settling 
labor troubles. Now he is in New York 
counseling with the building men, now at 
Cripple Creek advocating the rights of the 
gold and silver miners, and now on the 
advisory board of a great strike like that 
of the anthracite mfnes of Pennsylvanta. 


Labor’s Young Leader. 

It takes a strong man and a cool man 
to manage a business like this—a man 
with a good physique, iron nerves and a 
temper well In hand. These are among 
the characteristics of Mitchell. His cheeks 
shine with health, and his muscles are 
iron. He has a clear brown eye which 
laughs or grows serious as he talks, and 
a jaw which shows determination. He is a. 
young man. We call President Roosevelt 
young. John Mitchell is ten years young- 
er. He is only 34, and with his splendid 
physique is a good type of the best of 
the working men he represents. 

As we chatted together he gave me a 
word or #0 about his early life. He js 
the gon of a miner, and at 13 went into 
the mines and worked there until he was 
26. That was only eight yéars ago, so 
that only two presidential terms have 
elapsed since the John Mitchell of today 
was actually handling coal. 


Mitchell, the Miner. ’ 

IT asked him what he did in the mines. 
Fe replied: 

“Everything. I began my work in « 
coal mine at the age of 13. T started at 
the bottom at 75 cents a day. Then TI 
became a driver at $1.10 a day. and from 
that I went on through the various grada- 
tions of mining work until IT think T can 
truly say I have done about everything 
connected with mining.” 

“When did you first 
union?” 

“When I was 16." was the reply. “And 
T have been connected with organized 
labor from that time until now.” 

“But how about your education, Mr. 
Mitchell?” 

‘That came from a short course in the 
public schools, for I began work yery 
early In my life. All that I got afterward 
came from night study and reading.”’ 

“When did you become president of the 
United Mine Workers?” 

“Tn 1898, and I have been its 
ever since.” 

Trusts and the Working Man. 
‘The conversation turned to the influence 
‘of trusts upon the labor unions, and I 
asked Mr. Mitchell whether the great 
evndicates had strengthened organized 
labor. «He replied: 

“] think they have. They heve shown

The unions have grown rapidly since the 
beginning of the great trust era, and 
they are growing rapidly today.” 

‘Do you think they wll some time 
reach all branches of labor?’’ 
‘“T have no doubt of it,”’ 

Mitchell. 

“How about the store clerks?’ 

“The retail clerks are already wel] or- 
ganized,’””’ was the reply. “They have 
unions in nearly all of the cities, and 
their membership numbers about 50,- 
000.”’ 

“What do you propose to do, 
their wages?’ I asked. 

‘‘No,’’ replied Mr, Mitchell. 


replied Mr. 
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ent the clerks are working for a better 
arrangement of time. They want short- 
er hours, and fixed ones for opening and 
closing. The un/son includes women 
clerks as well as the men.” 


American Woman as Union Man. 

“How about the women and organized 
labor, Mr. Mitchell? Do many of them 
belong to the trade unions?’ 

“Yes,” replied the president of, the 
mine workers. ‘Most of our unions ad- 
mit women as members. Many women 
belong to them, and we hope to have 
more. [| think the men should induce 
them to come in. There are also unions 
composed entirely of women. In Eng- 
land about one-twentieth of the members 
}of the trades unions are women.”’ 

“What kind of a union man does a 
woman make?” , 

“She makes a very good one,” said Mr. 
Mitchell. “She wll endure more and 
suffer more for what she believes to be 
right than the man.’’ 

“What class of' men belong to the 
unions?’

“The very best workmen in the United 
States,’’ was the reply, “and men of all 
classes. In the United Mine Workers 
we admit men of all nationalities and 
races. We have men of twenty differ- 
ent nations and twenity different lan- 
guages. We have colored men as wel! 
as whites, and every class of mining 
labor from the boy who picks slate to 
the best of the skilled workmen.”’ 

“Which element controls in sucb 
unions—the foreign or the American?’’ 

“The American element always con- 
trols,’’ said Mr. Mitchell. “It is the 
most intelligent element, and intelligence 
rules.’’ 

How To Have Industrial Peace. 

“What do you think of the employers 
forming association to deal with organ- 
ized labor?” 

“T think it is only through 
certed actfon of such associations 
of the labor unions that we can have 
dustrial peace,’’ said John Mitchell. 
the employers, representatives meet with 
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Standppint of Worker. 
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the representatives of labor and discuss 
their differences, and if each is willing 
to do the fair thing fthere will be fe 
labor troubles. Such associations. do 
great good.’’ 

“Yes, Mr. Mitchell, but do they not 
combine against the interests of the pub- 
lic, I mean the consumers?’ 

“No,” was the reply. “The public will 
not permit itself to be fleeced, and any 
improper combination or agreement 
would be at once exposed.”’ 

“How about the coal dealers and coal 
teamsters of Chicago?’’ 

“There is a proof of what I have just 
said. The coal dealers and coal teamsters 
had an unrighteous combination aga:nst 
the public. They combined to over- 
charge them. How long did their success 
last? Only a few days. When it was 
exposed the,combination was broken, and 
it will be so with any combination that 
may be formed,

“Speaking of wages, Mr. Mitchell, what 
ehould be the lowest pay for an ordinary 
workingman?’’ 3 

“Every man should have enough to 
keep his family, educate his children and 
lay @ little aside for the future. Six 
hundred dollars a vear is the least that 
should be paid the unskilled common 
laborer. As the class of labor. Tises, the 
man should receive more, and the pay 
should vary according to his location. 
The ordinary man should have more than 
$600 in New York*or Chicago. Every 
man should have enough to supply the 
necessities of life, and in the latter cities 
the necessities cost more,’’ 

What Every Workingman Needs. 

“What would you call the necessities of 
the ordinary workingman, Mr. Mitchell?’’ 
1 asked. 

“TIT think every man should have a house 
with at least six rooms,” was the reply. 
“tle should have a bath room, a parlor, 
dining room, kitchen and enough bed 
rooms for decency and comfort. He 
should have carpets, pictures, books and 
sufficient furniture to make hig home 
bright and comfortable. He should have 
good food and should keep his children 
in schoo] until they are !I6, and at the 
same time should be able to lay away 
something for old age and sickness. The 
unskilled. workman might have these 
things for $600 a year in cities of from 
5.000 to 100,000 inhabitants, but in lar- 
ger places he needs more. This ig only 
for the common laborer. As the skill of 
the man rises his wages increase and his 
necessities grow.”’ 

The Ideal Working Day. 

“How about the eight-hour day, Mr. 
Mitchell? Can the United States be run 
that way?’ 

“Yes,"’ was the reply. ‘We should do 
more and better work everywhere if we 
had eight hours only. Such matters must 
be considered as a 10ng time proposition. 
There is so much work in every man and 
if you take too much one day you will 
have so much less for the days to come. 
One of the college professors puts it this 
way. If you want to get all you can out 
of a man for one day only, work him the 
whole twenty-four hours. If you want to 
get all you can out of him for a week 
only, work him twenty hours a day; if 
for a month, give him eighteen hours, 
and if for a year, work him fifteen hours 
and keep him at it. If you want to work 
him several years, let him have the ten- 
hour day. But if you want to get the 
most out of him for his whole working 
life time, you must cut his hours of labor? 
to eight per day. The fact is that a man 
can do and does do mOTe work in eight 
hours than fn ten.’’ ; 

‘‘Hiow do you know that, Mr. Mitchell?’ 
‘‘Has it ever been tested ?’’ 

‘"Yes,”” was the reply. “In the Illinois 
coal mines the time was cut from ten 
hours to eight. After that the product 
Wag measured and: the eight-hour time 
produced as much as the ten-hour time.” 

“But was that due to the freshness of 
the men or to the fact that the bosses 
had to get more work and rushed them 
harder?’’ 

“It was ‘arial due to the freshness of 
the men,” said Mr. Mitchell, “although I 
will say that the operators knowing that 
they. must have a greater output per hour 
bought better machinery and thereby im- 
proved the facilities of rapid mining.’’ 


Ten Hours and Drunkenness, 


“There is no doubt but that the eight- 
hour day reduces drunkenness,’ Mr, 


Mitchell went on, “Im those towng in 


Illinois where it has been adopted there 
is now a higher standard of living and 
at the same time less drunkenness and 
fewer saloons. This is go notwithstand- 
ing wages have risen. The man who 


works ten hours comes home tired out 
He is in no condition for rational enjoy- 
ment and he wants to go either to the 
saloon or to bed.”’ 

“But will not less hours be demanded 
if eight hours are given?’ I asked. 

“T think not,’ was the reply. ‘‘I do not 
expect to see less than an eight-hour day 
in my lifetime. We may have a forty- 
four hour week—that is, eight hours for 
five days of the week and a half holiday 
Saturday. That is not unreasonable. In- 
deed, it prevails already in some branches 
of work in certain parts of the coun- 
try.”’ 


Profit-Sharing Not Good. 

“Speaking of wages, Mr. Mitchell, what 
do you thing of Carroll D. Wright’s idea 
that the wage system will pass away and 
one of profit-sharing will take its place?’ 

“Tt don’t think it is practicah’’ replied 
Mr. Mitchell. “It would be difficult to 
make an equitable profit-sharing arrange- 
ment. I think that wages will rise as time 
goes on, and in that way labor will get 
more of its share of the profits, but as to 
a direct partnership with capital, 1 
think it advisable.’’ 

“Why not?’ TI asked. 

“We should have to have a different 
scale of profits for every factory. and this 
scale would rise and fall with the busi- 
ness. Labor would not be content with its 
share and capital would not be satisfied. 
The two elements must alwavs be to a 
certain extent antagonistic, although they 
are associated together.’’ 

“Do you think workmen ought to have 
stock in the factories where they work?” 

“T doubt it. The little stock they hold

The United Steel Company. 

‘‘How about the United Steel Company's 
plan?” 

“T think it has been a failure.” said Mr. 
Mitchell. ‘‘The managers of the company 
acted very generously and intended to 
benefit the men when they gave them the 
right to buy a certain amount of their 
preferred stock at $82.50 a share. They 
thought, and the men who invested 
thought too, that the stock would increase 
in value and would pay good dividends 
right along. Since then it has gone down 
more than $25 per share. I think the steel 
company has acted very fairly with the 
men. They will get their dividends, but it 
will be a long time before they can be 
paid back what they have put in.”’ 


Uncle Sam and the Unions. 

BME about unions in the government 

ice, Mr. Mitcheil?”’ I asked. 

“I see no reason against them,”’ replied 
Mr. Mitehell. ‘I mean among all classes 
of governmental clerks whose duties 4re 
not of a confidential nature. Men and wo- 
men who are working for the government 
in the ordinary way have a perfect right 
to combine.”’ 

“Take the government printers, for in- 
stance,” said I. 

“Yes,” replied.Mr. Mitchell. “They ought 
to have a unfon and manage their affairs 
On wnion lines just the same ag though

they were working for an individual.” 

“How about the mail clerks?’’ 

“The same.’’ 

“How about the army?’ 

“The army as we view it,’’ said Mr. 
Mitchell, ‘“‘does not demand,skilled labor. 
I see no reason why it should have unions 
and yet I see no reason why the soldiers 
should not combine to ask the government 
for more wages and other privileges.”’ 

“How about politics; will we ever have 
a labor president?’’ 

“TI don’t know about that,” said Mr. 
Mitchell, “If the times come and the man. 
it may be, but if so it will be by fair and 
legitimate means. Abraham Lincoln was 
a laboring man. He stood for all that we 
Stand for and he might have been our 
candidate.”’ 


The Hights of the Non-Union Man. 


“Just one question more, 
said I. ‘What are the 
union man?” 

“He has all the rights of any individual 
under the law,"’ was the reply. 


Mr. Mitchell,” 
rights af the non- 


“But the unions will not permit him to 
exercise them,” said I. 

“I do not think you are right,”’ replied 
the president of the United Mine Workers. 
“The unions do not molest the non-union 
worker in any illegal way. There are 
cases now and then, it is true, where fnd!- 
viduals have been jll-treafed, but it has 
been by individuals and not by the unions 
as such. A great deal has been said about 
such outrages and the deaths caused by 
them. There have not been as many such 
deaths In thirty years as ordinarily occur 
in New York city in three months—not 
much of such disorder in twenty years as 
is caused by things in New Yor« 
city in one month, No, the older of the 
unions, and indeed all of the unjons, re- 
gret such actions. We claim our right to 
persuade the non-union man not to work 
and to argue with him by word of mouth, 
but not to force him in any way. We 
claim the right not to work with him, if 
we so desire, and not to recognize him or 
fraternize with him.”’

Talk of 
stoppage of wheat shipments from Rus- 
sia and from Argentina was a secondary 
factor. The day on ‘change was one ot 
the most exciting in a numyber of years. 
Compared with yesterday the final fg- 
ures today are 3c higher for May wheat 
and 2 I-4c for July. May corn was up 
3-4@7-8c, oats 3-4 and provisions 15 to 


37 1-2c. 

The wheat market opened excited and 
strong. Shorts were active bidders for 
May and initial quotations were wun- 
changed to | 1I-4c higher at $1.02 3-4@ 
1.04. July opened 1-8c lower to !-8c 
higher at 92 3-4@93c. The advance was 
due mainly to stronger cables, Liverpool 
futures’ being up a penny, Parts 3-4@Ic 
and Antwerp | 7-8c a bushel. ‘The g@in 
at Antwerp was tanxen to be especially 
significant, as it was caused by threat- 
ened stoppag of shipments from Ar- 
gentina and "Russia. A report stated 
that the railroad employees in Argen- 
tina were on the verge of a strike. The 
transportation of troops and. war muni- 
tions in Russia is greatly restricting the 
movement of wheat in that country. in 
addition to the bullish foreign situation, 
conditions locally "were such as to cause 
alarm as to the sufficiency of the do- 
mestic supply. The demand from shorts 
was met promptly by selling orders for 
the account of the leading long. Smaller 
holders also had wheat for sale. After 
touching $1.04 May quickly dropped to

as the gelling stopped, however, prices 
again moved upward under urgent Duy- 
ing by shorts.

~ WARKET TO HAL 


Bankers. See. Danger in Expan- 
sion of Floating Debts 


‘Several Railroads Left in Imrch and 
May Have Trouble When Loans 
Fall Due—Rate War Is On. 
Speculation in Grain 
Ip Heavy.

New York, February 20.—Word has 
B°ne forth from leading bankers that 
there must be a halt to “temporary 
loans’ by railroad corporations—that the 
drain on the money market has reached 
the danger point, and that the tremen- 
dous piling up of floating debt must not 
be allowed to go any farther. Several 
companies which went the rounds of the 
‘Street this week were turned down, and 
as they are unable to dispose of new bond 
issues to advantage they have been com- 
pelled to suspend various plans. In one 
case contracts for impfovements had been 
let and there is reason to believe that 
the company is in sore need of the money 
to make good its pledges. The newly cre- 
ated floating debt of American railroads, 
as largely reflected by the temporary 
loans which have been piled up by rep- 
resentative companies during the last 
year, runs up welj above $500,000,000. 
Some place it much higher than that. 
Most of these temporary loans, as~they 
are called in Wall street, to make the 
request for money more palatable to the 
lender, were made on the expectation that 
before their maturity, usually a year or 
eighteen months hence, the companies 
would be able to retire thgm with long 
term bonds at a lower rate of interest. 
But as railroad earnings have been fall- 
ing off sharply since the beginning of the 
year, the bankers are now waking up 
to the danger of the situation. 

Fears are expressed that not only will it 
be difficult to place bonds to advantage, 
but if there should be many unfavorable 
developments that some of the compa- 
~ nies will be unable to renew their loans 
at all when they mature. A little over 
a year ago the bankers shut down on 
bond issues, asserting that they were 
filed up, and refusing to take any more. 
That action was well timed, as shown by 
the fact that they are still ‘‘lugging’’ 
some of the bonds which they took, more 
than a year ago and some of those float- 
ed two years ago remain unsold. The re- 
fu8al to furnish more capital, it is under- 
®tood, does not apply to the New York 
Central, which, it is said o nhigh au- 
thority, completed al! its arrangements 
before the departure of William K. Van- 
derbiit to Europe. The temporary loans 
are amply secured, for as usually made, 
they are a fixed charge and come before 
the stock. The holders of these notes, 
therefore, if unpaid, could make things 
digagreeable for those who are counting 
‘on dividends continuing without inter-, 
- mission, 


Looking back a dozen years,.many com. 
panies could be mentioned whose floating 
debts have got them inte trouble. This 
applies to several of the companies which 
went into the hands of receivers around 
1893, or just before that time. A re- 
markable instance of a narrow escape, 
necording to Wall street report, was that 
of the Missouri Pacific, whose shates de- 
clined to $10 @n the belief that a receiver 
might be announced at any moment. The 
floating debt was variously estimated at 
$10,000,000 and upwards—a large amount 
for those times. Messrs. Gould and Sage, 
who had advanced most of the money re- 
quired by the company, finally exchanged 
their notes for bonds and the company 
was placed in a comfortable position. 
Helped. by the boom in business which 
followed the Spanish war, this company 
enjoyed a remarkable degree of prosper- 
ity and it has rolled up a handsome 
surplus. The stock which frightened peo- 
ple In Wall street threw over, from fear 
of a receivership, fell into the baskets 
of Messrs. Gould; Sage, Rockefeller and 
others, who in the boom ‘‘fed"’ out a 
g00d deal of it above par. Thus they 
doubled or quadrupled their profits. Wall 
street imagination said they made a profit 
of a.thousand per cént. Not much stock, 
however, could be bonght at $10 a share, 
or even below $20. 

As suggested a week ago the question 
as to what the rallroads can earn is now 
paramount, and is daily attracting more 
attention because of the continued shrink- 
age of traffic. That the bankers have 
shut down on temporary loans makes it 
appropriate for investors to determine 
what companies will be able to handle 
their floating debts without trouble. This 
will have an important bearing on fu- 
ture dividends. The best authorities as- 
sert that it is unwise for anybody to 
close his eyes to facts and that the soon- 
er it is conceded that some dividend will 
have to be reduced the more wholesome 
it will be for general business. In proof 
of this they pointed to the setback in 
trade which occurred before the passage 
of the dividend on United States Steel 
common stock. When the worst was 
known people went about their affairs 
with greater confidence and the improve- 
ment in the steel trade has been greater 
mince then than has been witnessed in 
most other lines. This occurred in the 
face of many misgivings among those en- 
gaged in the steel trade itself. The most 
confident people in regard to the future 
of the steel trade were those in other 
vocations, and who bought much of the 
stock on the belief that it was cheap at 
the low level; that the company could 
easily earn its preferred stock dividends. 
That this will prove true for a consid- 
erable time to come ia acvw me bélief of 
good authorities. 


Tf the steel trade be regarded, as many 
claim, as a barometer of general business 
and of future probabilities, the railroads 
should see a turn for the better at no 
distant date. Should they finally escape 
trouble in handling their enormous float- 
ing debts the question of a moderate re- 
duction in dividends need not disturb any- 
body. It might mean a recession of sev- 
eral points in the price of various stocks, 
in keeping with the smaller return 6n the 
investment; but various stocks could have 
their dividends reduced | per cent a year 
and still yield 4 per cent or more on the 
investment at current prices. They now 
yield 5 to 6. Many assert that some of 
the. leading railroads efe paying more 
than they ought to and that it would be 
no discredit to them to reduce their divi- 
dend. Pennsylvania, St. Paul, Northwest- 
ern and New Haven are mentgoned as ex- 
amples. They urged that 5 per cent is 
enough for any eastern railroad to pay 
and 6 should be the Nmit for a granger 
stock. The argument used was that if 
they can earn much more they should 


tarry the balance to surplus account and | 


bé’ prepared for lean years. Several 
prominent companies could be mentioned 
which have paid dividends up to within 
| or 2 per cent of what they earned. This 
was declared to be a mistake. Their 
stocks have not been sélling any higher 
than they would have ranked if they had 
d a little less in dividends. 

The greatest significance in the move- 
ment on the part of the New York rail- 
roads to wipe out Philadelphia differential 
on grain lies in the hostile attitude taken 
ty the New York Central against the 
Pennsylvania, with which it has had e 
Close working alliance for several years. 
To all intents it means the end of their 
agreement and that henceforth each will 
go its own way. The primary motive for 
the establishment of that liason was to 
maintain rates—a thing which is vital to 
rallroad revenues. They mutually agreed 
to keep the entire territory east of Chica- 
go under good behavior and to punish 
any smaller railroads that undértook to 
kick over the traces. The differential ques- 
tlon was fought out years ago so far as 
trunk lines were concerned, and it was 
conceded that ~ Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and other outports would have to be al- 
lowed a differential on grain and some 
other products. ; 


There was no little wonder, therefore, 
that the Néw York lines, after permitting 
this precedent to exist for so long a 
time, unmolested, should stir up the old 
trouble again. Why did they not do this 
a year or two years ago? Traffic this 
winter is lighter than it was a year ago 
and all of the companies, with their In- 
creased charges, must strain every nerve 
to make a good showing. This is the rea- 
Bon generally assigned in Wall street. It 
is an old saying that there are never any 
rate troubles so long as there is plenty 
of business to go around. This is the log!- 
cal explanation of the trouble. The radical 
step which has been taken by the New 
York lines, and the reply of the Phila- 
delphia roads that ghey will insist on re- 
taining their differential, whatever rate 
they have to make, is proof:.that they 
must foresee further shrinkage in traf- 
fic and they are preparing to get all the 
business they can, at tthe expense of 
competitors. 

But as for the Vanderbilt-Cassatt agree- 
ment bankers are loath to believe that 
they will do anything to destroy the pleas- 
ant relations which have existed so long, 
and which have contributed so greatly to 
peace in the rafftead world. At the same 
time there is reason to believe that the 
New York Central views with great dis- 
pleasure the entrance of Pennsylvania 
trains into New York through the latter’s 
projected tunnel. It is well recognized 
that the Rockefellers are now important 
factors in the New York Central man- 
agement. Is this another phase of their 
antagonism ageinst Mr. Casshtt? Hereto- 
fore they have been fighting Mr. Cassatt 
through the Goulds. 


The grain markets have temporarily 
overshadowed cotton and coffee as specu- 
lative favorites at this center, because of 
the possibilities of war in southern Europe 
as well as Asia. Brokers are generally 
advising purchases of wheat and corn on 
any break. But cotton and coffee are 
favorites with niany, who think about the 
lowest prices have been seen. The popu- 
larity of cotton {s shown by the fact that 
memberships on the New- York exchange 
are now $11,000 bid, and none is to be had 
at the moment. The last previous sale 
was $10,700. Coffee exchangé seats are 
also firmly held. esr 

The stock market has been a drifting 
one during the week and will probably 
continue of this sort for a while longer. 
As predicted @ week ago, prices nave 
eased off. There have been temporary 
rallies, as frequently occurs in_a profes- 
sional market. Various disturbing factors 
suggest that the cendency is toward a 
still lower level, but with_occasional re- 
coveries. Europe’ may at any moment be 
the center of chief interest on account of 
the Balkan war cloud and the danger 
that, with@he torch once applied, the fire 
may spread beyond gontroi,. Fears are ex- 
pressed here that. a serious break may 
occur at any rate on the Paris bourse 
because of France’s enormous holdings of 
Russian securities. This is a suggestion of 
only one of many possibilities. As for 
the local stock market, nobody is willing 
to predict what will follow an unfavorable 
decision in the Northern Securities case, 
Perhaps, however, these forebodings are 
uncalled for. 


McCullough Bros,’ Fruit and Produce 
Letter. 


Atlanta, February 20.—Bvy reason of its 
being rather between seasons, applied to 
shipments from Florida and other south- 
ern points, and those originating from op- 
posite sections, is somewhat retarding 
traffic in this line at present. 

The handling of apples has been one 
of the chief factors in the fruit line for 
three weeks, owing to the heavy demand 
prevailing, together with light receipts, 
and strong advances. ‘These conditions 
will no doubt continue to prevail during 
the remainder of winter and spring, as 
applied to this fruit. 

Oranges have shown a considerable de- 
cline for several days, and not until the 
accumulation caused by excessive re- 
cefpts from both Florida and California 
have been cleaned up will any reacwu9d)n 
be in evidence. . 

The crop of grape fruit has been, to 
a large extent, disposed of, resulting in 
light receipts and strong advances. 

Unfavorable weather conditions have 
effected the banana traffic for some time. 
However, only the demand and consump- 
tion, as prices, whigh have ruled high, 
are being maintained by the itmportefs, 
necessarily resulting in an unsatisfactory 
condition of affairs to the jobbers. 

Lemons are low with receipts heavy 
and the demand lagging. 

Florida vegetables are proving attrac- 
tive to the trade, and receipts have been 
limited for several days, resulting in a firm 
market with healthy conditions prevailing. 

Sweet potatoes are plentiful with no 
change in prices. 

Irish potatoes, both eating and seed 
stock, continue to advance with the sup- 
ply inadequate to meet trade require- 
ments. 

Danish cabbage are notably scarce with 
prices advancing. 

The demand for poultry is strong, es- 
pecially when applied to turkeys. Dressed 
chickens, especially hens, are plentiful, 
but by reason of the scarcity of other 
poultry, high prices are being maintained 
with the demand general and liberal. 

Egg receipts are normal, as is also the 
demand, at quotation prices. 

The demand for colored peas continues 
stfong, with high prices prevailing, also, 
white table peas are selling well. 

Country cured meat plentiful with the 
demand slow and prices inclined to 
weaken.

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CLOSE WAS ABOUT 
STBADY IN TONE 


Rf ct of Depressing Factors Moderate 
| ané Well Resisted. 


FOREIGN SELLING ABSORBED 


Sentimental Effect of the Decided Up- 
set in the Paris and Berlin 
Bourses Was Very Slight. 
Bank Statement 
Favorable.. 


New York, February 20.—The charac 
ter of the stock market showed no change 
today from that of the whole week. Tihe 
effects of the day's depressing factors 
was very moderate and were well re- 
sisted. But once the depression was over- 
ccme, all interesets in the market ab- 
ruptly terminated. There seemed to be 
& waiting demand for stocks on any 
declines, but no (buyers were at hand to 
follow any advance. The principal pres- 
sure upon the market came from foreign 
sources. This was well absorbed, and 
prices were at no time down to the Lon- 
don parity. The sentimental effect of 
the decided upset in the Paris and Ber- 
lin bourses was very slight. The severe 
declines on the Paris bourse are attribut- 
ed to financial needs caused by the 
ehrinkage in Russian securities, which 
are a poor sale at the present time. The 
Special weakness of state funds in Paris 
might, however, be due to intimate 
knowledge of diplomatic affairs nor avaii- 
able to other centers, which would ex- 
Plain its greater sympathetic effect on 
other foreign markets. The -favorable 
bank statement was a help to the -resis- 
tance to depression, however. The $7,- 
544,400 increase in cash was not unex- 
pected, and is attributed to a return of 
money from the south, where the col- 
lapse in cotton speculation has decreas- 
ed the immediate need. The loan decrease 
is evidence that corporation borrowings 
have been largely supplied out of the 
previous loan expansion. The market 
closed about steady and not far from 
last night's level.

Comment on Bank Statement.

This correspondence between the bank 
Statement and the estimated gain is the 
more remarkable Secause the statements 
of the two previous weeks showed wide 
discrepancies, that of February 6 indi- 
cating a loss of $2,600,000, while the es- 
timates called for a gain of nearly that 
6um, and the return of February 13 
showing a decrease of $1,666,667, where- 
as the estimates indicated a gain of more 
than $2,000,000. Moreover, the atate- 
memts of the previous two weeks included 
one day which was omittéd in comput- 
ing the estimates. The deposits last week 
increased $1!,668,100 and consequently 
the required reserve was augmented by 
$4,417,025. Deducting this sum from the 
net gain ef $7,744,400 cash as above, 
leaves $7,127.375 as the increase on the 
surplus reserve to $27,506,000. This, it 
may be noted, is the maximum of the 
year, and within $475,175 higher surplus 
reserve in 1903, which was recorded on 
January 31. Computed upon the basis of 
deposits, less those of $37,997,500 public 
funds, the surplus last week was §$37,- 
CO5,975. The loans were reduced $5,1!31,- 
100, reflecting the light demand from 
stock exchange borrowers and commis- 
Sion houses resulting from the inactive 
speculation. The circulation wag increas- 
ed $185,600. The daily average of bank 
clearings Was $178,000,000, or $36,000,- 
000 less than in the previous wéek. The 
clearings on Saturday, however, refiect- 
ing Friday’s business were $162,431,940, 
or about $/6,000,000 less than the aver- 
age. The statement was probably made 
up on rising averages fcr cash, there 
having been an apparently unrecorded 
movement of money representing depos- 
its of public funds which have been sent 
hither from some interior polnts in an- 
ticipation of the treasury call for their 
surrender. 

The movement of money from the south 
to this center was also large toward the 
end of the week. The Baltimore banks 
which early last week received about one 
and one-half miliions from their New 
York correspondents through treasury 
transfer, made application on Friday for 
the re-transfer of the money to New 
York through the Baltimore subtreasurvy. 
and doubtless these and other banks re- 
turned some portion of the money which 
had been forwarded to them through ex- 
press. It is expected therefore that the 
bank statement of the current weck will 
thow important gains in cash through 
these and other unrecorded moves, thus 
increasing the congestion in the local 
money market. Comparisons of loans 
show that five of the larger banks de- 
creased this item by $5,000,000 net. 
Changes in cash indicated that four of 
the institutions gained $3,700,000 net. It 
is noteworthy that the public d2posite 
of the banks were increased last week 
by $842,700. The weekly statement 
showed a good proof, the sum of the 
gain in cash less the loss in loans being 
only $645,200 greater. than the increase 
in deposits.”

New York, February 20.—The week's 
market for stocks has been duller and 
narrower than for nearly four years 
past.

This condition deprives the railroad bor- 
whee any Menace to the money mar- 
ket. o some extent it has been used 
as an indication of the Intention to con- 
tinue plans of betterment and thus in- 
sure large expenditures for raw mate- 
rials, which will have a beneficial effect 
upon industrial enterprises. The railroad 
borrowing has another side also, which 
gains impressiveness from the steady 
downward tendency in railroad earnings, 
Wall street has dwelt much for a long 
time past on the large proportion of rail- 
road earnings which have been diverted 
to betterments which would not have a 
in :the operating ex- 
penses. The present borrowings indicate 
no immediate prospect of duction of 
expenditures ahead of dividend claims, 
and in some cases they are for the fund 
of expenditures already made and classed 
in charges upon earnings. Meantime the 
declining tendency of gross earnings con- 
tinues. For January and February the 
storm and senew. blockades are offered as 
partial expitnations, and the same 
causes, operati to increase the ratio of 
operating expe s #ven on the reduced 
traffic, make heavy cuts in the net earn- 
ings of railroads. The force of argument 
is that storm blockades represent only 
temporary interruption: of traffic.

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ESPITE the fact that this is some- 

1) what of an off year so far as state 
politics is concerned, there prom- 
‘dses to be plenty to interest the most 
wagual Observer. Practically no opposi- 
‘tion is expected to the state house offi- 
cials, but this is being made up for by 
ithe activity of contestants for minor 
‘offices in almost every section of the 
etate. Then, too, several of the congres- 
Bional districts have developed situations 
that wil] go far toward relieving any 
monotony that might be feared. 

The coming meeting of the state dem- 
ocratic executive committee on Monday, 
- February 29, is looked forward to now 
@s the event which will start the ball 
to rolling. Politicians generally from 
‘over the state who have visited the cap- 
{tol have expressed themselves as emi- 
nently satisfied with the date named by 
Chairman E. T. Brown, and the indica- 
tions are that there will be a full attend- 
, ance of the committee. 

Expressions have been heard from sev- 
‘era] members of the committee regarding 
the date of the primary, and these all 
‘peem to coincide in favor of an early pri- 
‘mary date. The people of the state gen- 
erally are also favorable to an early 
date, and in the discussion the time gen- 
erally designated is anywhere from May 
i to May 15. The primary four years 
@go was on May 15, and the date ap- 
‘pears to have been quite satisfactory. 

It wil] be necessary:to name gquife 4an 
early date this year in order to avoid 
holding two conventions. It is usual to 
permit about a month to elapse between 
‘the primary and the convention, and 
‘this year, in order to get around hold- 
‘ing two conventions, it will be necessary 
_ to hold the regular ‘state convention 
‘gpome time prior to July 6, which is the 
,date of the national convention, and for 
‘which delegates wil] have to be named. 

In this way the same state convention 
‘which nominates state house officials, su- 
pPerior and supreme court judges and 
@thers as designated by the people in 
the primary, can name delegates to the 
national convention, which will be held 
,@t St. Louis July 6. 


Elections and Candidates. 
' Elections for all the offices will be 
‘held this year, and the crop of candi- 
dates is an unusually large one. 

Things ara quiet in state politics, but 
as already mentioned, there is plenty of 
excitement promised along other lines to 
make up for it. There is n® announced 
opposition to any of the present state 
house Officials who wiil stand for re- 
election with the exception of Chairman 
‘J. S. Turner, of the prison commission. 
Judge Strickland, of Spalding, has ex- 
pressed his intention of making the race 
for prison commissioner. Chairman 
Turner says he is receiving gratifying 
Jetters from ‘friends all over the state and 
feels assured of reelection. 

The only other opposition there is in the 
‘capitol is in the supreme court race. 
Judge Beverly D. Evans, of Sandersville, 
is making an active fight for the place 
on the supreme bench now held by Jus- 
fice W. H. Fish, who has announced 
for reelection. Chief Justice T. J. Sim- 
mons will also stand for reejection for the 
regular term, while Associate Justices 
lamar and Turner will run for the un- 
‘expired terms for which they were ap- 
‘pointed until the regular election. There is 
‘no opposition to these. 
| There are twelve superior court jus- 
' tices and solicitors general to be elected 
‘this year, just half of the full number, 
‘and in about half these instances there 
‘are opposing candidates. In some cir- 
‘cults there are as many as three candi- 
dates for judge or solicitor general, and 
lively times are promised. 
| In each county there will be the usual 
, elections for county officers and also for 
‘ordinary. The elections for ordinary are 
held only once every four years. In ad- 
dition to lively opposition in nearly every 
‘county in: the state to one or more of the 
‘county officers, there is more than the 
‘usual amount of opposition to those who 
@re standing for election or for reelec- 
‘tion to the house of representatives. 
| Strange to say, the opposition to candi- 
, dates for the senate is light, and in most 
iinstarces the county entitled to the sen- 
\gtor will send one without having a scrap 
lover it. 
| In the state primary there will be nom- 
‘qnated also candidates for congress in the 
jvarious districts of the state. Four dis- 
itricts have already developed opposition 
sin the congressional races. Down in the 
\first J. A. Brannen is opposing Colonel 
‘Rufi@ E. Lester. In the sixth John R, 
Cooper is making the race against Con- 
gressman Charles L. Bartlett. Congress- 
man Maddox has withdrawn from the 
face in the seventh, and the fight prom- 
fees now to be Letween Senator Gordon 
Jace, of Walker county, and Colonel G. 
R. Hutchins, of Tallapoosa. In the ninth 
Pr. Watkins, of Gilmer county, has an- 
fHounced himself as a candidate for Con- 
Bressman Carter Tate's office. 

The foregoing is a brief resume of the 
different officers who will be voted for in 
the coming primary. In addition to nomi- 
nating all state officers, the state conven- 
tion wil] have the duty of naming four 
delegates from the state at large and two 
from each congressional] district, to go to 
the national democratic convention at St. 
Louis. It will also nominate the electors 
for president and vice president of the 
United States, to be voted for in the na- 
tional election on November 8. The state 
election will be held on Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 5, while the national election comes 
@ little more than a month later. 

Altogether therefore, it is evident that 
‘the interest wil] be kept up. There is no 
reason why those who live on politics 
gehould stagnate over what this year is 
going to offer.

Well-Known iload Man Dis

J. H. Garner, formerly local freight 
agent and cashier of the Southen rail- 
road, has left Atlanta and his where- 
abouts are unknown.

New York, she wrote to him in Chicago 
at the Palmer house, where he was to 
stop, and she received no answer to her 
letters. She then returned to Atlanta. 

Mrs. Garner received a letter from her 
husband, probably mailed on a railroad 
train, in which he said that he had de- 
cided to remain away,‘and that he would 
not see her again. He is said to have 
stated that he would not mention the 
separation if she wanted to keep the mat- 
ter quiet. 

Mrs. Garner refuses to make any state- 
ment about the matter, and his relatives 
decline to give out any facts about his 
disappearance. 

It is said that he received about $3,000 
of his wife’s money.

Friends of Garner say that they believe 
he will shortly retern to the city.

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QUAINT CAMDEN, RICH IN REMININCES OF — 


~ DEKALB, LAFAYETTE AND WASHINGTON 


By Florence L. Tucker. 

In the front rank of the revolutionary 
heroes, conspicuous as has been the name 
of. Baron DeKalb, little is known of him 
as aman. It is curious when you come 


to think of it, how meager are the de- 
tails concerning the life and career of 


this great soldier given by common con- ' 


sent So prominent a place in our country’s 
annals, yet accorded so little mention by 
historians and writers. Had he not been 
killed at the battle of Hobkirk hill the 
chances are he would never have received 
more than passing notice. 

“John DeKalb (1721-1780), German sol- 
dier; self-styled baron; came to America 
with LaFayette; served under Washing- 
ton.”’ So is epitomized the life of this 
brave man; no word, even, of his glorious 
death. Few know of his burial place or 
whether he was given burial other than 
that of other soldiers—few outside the 
old town of Camden, perhaps, have ever 
given the matter thought. It is this in- 
difference which strikes as singular. Pick 
up any history of the United States 
down to the smallest text-book in use in 
‘our schools, and the name of DeKalb ‘s 
a shining one. familiar on the lips of the 
youngest student; yet not one, perhaps, 
can tell aught about hin) save that he 
was killed in battle and his name written 
among those of other revolutionary 
heroes. 

A visit to Camden, where his bones 
are interred, and where was erected 4% 
monument to his memory reveals little 
more, tradition, curiously enough, being 
almost as silent as history. Yet his 
grave, the spot where first he was laid. 
the quaint olg town in which his life 
passed out, possess for one who cares 
for such things the intensest interest, all 
4he more, for the very mystery and un- 
certainty which wrap the dead hero 
about. Searching among the different 
chroniclers for some personal account, 
something which will give idea of the 
man apart from the soldier, his private 
character and personality, Weems, of 
South Carclina, seems to have more to 
gaa than the others. He reproduces 
vividly a conversation in which DeKalb 
descants at length upon things in gen- 
eral. giving forth his views in no back- 
ward fashion, and speaking with some 
freedom of himself, with references to his 
family. But as we nofe in the first place 
Mr. Weems lets the baron announce his 
age as 63 when, according to the dites 
given of his birth and death—1!721-1780— 
he could have been at the time of the 
latter but 59; agd as the conversation is 
rather wordy, more of the long-winded 
monologue of a boastful civilian than the 
terse speech of the weathered soldier, 
we are disposed to take it with salt. It

picture him as rather a different man, a 
man of deeds more than words—more 
after our own preconceived idea of a 
brave man and hero; and left just where 
We were, nothing of the personality of 
the soldier is known, and, doubtless, will 
never be, unless the history of Camden, 
now being written by Kirkland and Ken- 
nedy, of that place, discloses, through 
traditions they have chanced upon, some- 
thing at present unknown to others. 

One tradition in connection with the 
death of DeKalb is that he expired un- 
derneath a tree which stood at the in¢ 
tersection of Broad and DeKalb streets 
in the town of Camden, on the corner 
now occupied by a_ brick hotel, and 
that owing to the circumstances the lat- 


ter street was named for him. The fact 


of nomenclature was undoubtedly 
but the other not. 

The ‘‘battle of Camden” was fought at 
Gum swamp, 8 miles above the town. 
Tige Americans retreated to a_ point 
within about 2 miles of the town. Cam- 
den then, or as it is called now, Old 
Camden, was 2 miles lower down, the 
present town having moved up gradually 
on account of the unhealthiness induced 
by the contiguous swamp. The Ameri- 
cans, bBalted at Johnson's Spring, where 
they had encamped, were apprised of tie 
ner-necs of the Fritish bv beine Sred inrto 
as they busicd themee'ves cookirg and 
iz their Clothes. Cubuseme nt 
which ensued was fought on Hovobkirk 
hill, near where now stands the famous 
Hobkirk inn. It was here that DeKalb 
received the wounds which resulted nr 
his death. 

In the sad exigencles of war nothing 
is sadder than the inexorableness which 
soldier to silence—to dis- 
Wacement without redress, and obedience 
to authority which has usurped his own. 
Gates had superseded DeKalb. 1+ i¢ un- 
likely the baron would have offered op- 
position to the famous “positive orders” 
which proved so disastrous, had h@ veen 
so disposed. Certain it is he did not, 
though it appears, his disproval was 
strongi—possibly he may have had some 
presentiment of his own impending fate 
which he was to own directly to Gates. 
Cornwallis’ victory was complete; slaugh- 
ter ensued, and the wildest confusion was 
followed by utter rout. Baron DeKalb 
fought on foot with the Second Mary- 
land brigade, and receiving eleven 
wounds, fell, all but done for. One of his 
aides, Tieutenant Colonel duBuysson, 
threw himself heroically upon the pros- 
trate for of his general and friend 
and received into his own body the bay- 
onet directed at DeKalb. The unfortun- 
ate officer was conveyed to a house in 
the town, where he lingered two or 
three days, when he died. 

The place of burial was In the lower 
end of the town, in Old Camden, and it 
was not till 1825, about forty-five years 
afterwards, that the body was moved to 
its present resting place in the yard of 
the Presbyterian church, where Kh lies 
underneath the monument erected in that 
year—a stone massive and enduring, and 
bearing the most beautiful eulogy on 
the lover and champion of liberty, who 
counted his life but little to lay down for 
the cause he held so far dearer than 
mere individual existence. A German

It was arranged that the removal] and 
erection of the monument should take 
place during Lafayette’s visit to this 
country and to Camden, and the silver 
trowel used by him at the laying of the 
cornerstone is still in existence, being in 
possession of the grand lodge of Masons 
in Charleston, 8S. C., and used by the 
grand master at the laying of the corner- 
stone of the Art institute in that city 
in December, and on former occasions. 
The original slab which marked De- 
Kalb’s grave in Old Camden was re- 
moved at the time the body was and 
placed in the basement of the Presbyte- 
rian church. There it lay, out of sight 
and forgotten, till two or three years 
ago—as much as seventy-five years af- 
ter it was placed there—somebody stum- 
bled on it. ‘Turned so that the inscrip- 
tion was not visible it had attracted 
no attention, and so, blackened with age 
and nearly a century old, it came to 
light, a rich find and treasure. During 
the Charleston exposition in 1902 the 
slab and a helmet taken frOm the grave 
at the time of removal were permitted 
to be taken to Charleston as choice 
rélics. The town or Camden in state 
pride and in honest faith allowed iis 
treasures to be carried away, but they 
were never brought back. Repeated ef- 
forts to recover them have proved un- 
availing; whether they have been lost, 
as is feared, or Charleston is unwilling 
to part with them, seems hard to find 
out, but certainly from present Indica- 
tions, they are lost to Camden. 


Where La Fayette Wre Entertained. 

The two-story, rambling frame house 
in which Lafayette was entertained on 
this occasion is called Lafayette hall. 
It was a private residence then, the home 
of Congressman John Carter, and despite 
the fact that now it is a commercial 
hotel with a new coat of yellow paint it 
does not require imagination ‘three-quar- 
ters of a century long to conjure up the 
picture of the entertainment there. The 
old-fashioned dooryard and entrance are 
quaint enough to suggest that they may 
have been just the same as the feet 
of the gallant Frenchman mounted and 
passed in. As he came from Columbia 
a cavalcade of citizens was sent out to 
convoy him; children strewed flowers in 
his path, and at night a grand ball was 
given. Tradition has not forgotten how 
its grandmothers were flower girls, or 
how as belles they danced at the La- 
fayette ball. 

The house in which Washington stayed 
at the time of his visit to Camden in 
1791 is still standing and used as a ten- 
ement. It was the home of Colonel] John 
Chestnut, who with upwards of 160 
other citizens of Camden, was shut up 
by Lord Rawdon in a small prison in 
midsummer; twenty or thirty of the 
most prominent among them being loaded 
with irons. ‘Colonel Chestnut,’”’ says the 
historian, ‘“‘tyough taken in Charleston 
and entitled therefore to the security of 
his person and property by solemn capit- 
ulation, was despoiled of $5,000 worth 
of indigo and chained to the floor for a 
considerable time, on the charge, by One 
of his slaves, that he-was corresponding

murdered blood will 


with the Americans.” It was he who, 
afterward General Chestnut, received the 
surrender of Fort Sumter from Major 
Anderson. 

Perhaps the mdst interesting house 
Camden ever knew was that occupied 43s 
hea®quarters by Cornwallis and Raw- 
don, ‘and of Which several pictures are 
in existence, the most notable being a 


painting about 6 feet across in the pos- 


session of the Rev. Mr. Kershaw, rector 
of St. Michael, in Charleston, whose an- 
Colonel Joseph Kershaw, revo- 
lutionary soldier and founder of Camden, 
built the house, a remarkably good one, 
it is said, with double porticos and well 
and substantially built. It stood on Mag- 
azine hill, and was burned during the 
civil war, some say by the yankees, 
others by the confederates. At the time, 
it was used by the confederates as a 
commissary and rather than have their 
stores fall into the hands of the enemy 
they set fire to the house. This is one 
story, and accepted by many as 4au- 
thentic, though others hold to the vehef 
that it was yankee incendiarism, Dur- 
ing the time of British occupancy a sol- 
dier in an upper room was shot one 
night through a window by an American 
In the swamp below. He died on the 
spot and the blood stains remained on 
the floor as long as the house=stood. It 
is no old wife’s tale, but the testimony 
of reputable citizens now living, who saw 
the stains in proof of the claim that 
not disappear, but 
stay to cry Out for vengeance for the 
murdered dead. 

Next to Charleston, Camden is the 
est town in South Carolina. It was set- 
tled in 1750 by the Quakers. As a sect 
they gradually disappeared, but their de- 
scendants have remained, and some of 
the noblest names in the history of the 
state are of these old families. Among 
the early settlers, too, were sOme Scotch 
and a few French. It has played a con- 
spicuous part in its day, though never 
at any time numbering more than 3,000 
or 3,500 souls, 

This Quaker descent is notable here, as 
elsewhere, for the finest integrity and 
honor. It is in South Carolina they tell 
the story of the old Quaker whose pa- 
tience had been worn threadbare by the 
loud and continued untruthfulness of his 
nephew. Finally, annoyed beyond fur- 
ther endurance, he sald: 

“John, we are not allowed to call any 
man a Har, but if the governor should 
ask me to seng him the biggest lar in 
the state. I'd say. ‘John, the governor 
wants to see you!’”’ 

In those early Quaker days Samuel 
Wiley deeded to the town a tract of land 
to be vsed as a cemetery. It was about 
} acre in extent, and was not Inclosed. 
but had a trench dug ®round it with 
four stones, one at each corner. As this 
filled up it grew heyond its boundary 
line, and what was at first the cemetery 
became but the mucletis, the burying 
going on all around it, all creeds coming 
in alike. But the deed had heen more 
of a lease, for ninety-nine years. Some 
years ago this lease exp:red, and the citI- 
zens were in the unique position of be- 
ing forced to have it renewed. There 
was no Quaker settlement in South Car- 
olina to which to apply, so they sent on

tales are related. One, the grave of 
Nixon, who made the address of wel- 
come on the occasion of Lafayette's vis- 
it. A year or two afterwards he became 
engaged to fight a duel, and repairing 
to the cemetery for target practice used 
a tombstone as mark for his weapon. 
The spot chosen, whe very g00d for 
preparation for entrance to another 
world, proved not so favorable to marks- 
manship. He was killed in the encounter. 


Romance of Agnes. 

Just back of this is the grave of Agn<s 
of Glasgow, pointed out to every stran- 
ger, and about it hangs as pretty a ro- 
mance as ever livens the dark page of 
war. The story as it has been nanded 
down in Camden is this: A young sol- 
dier in Cornwallis’ army, whica lay 
camped about the little Carolina town, 
carried underneath his soldier’s jacket a 
heart stricken and refusing longer io live. 
Back in Britain the girl of his love had 
been cruelly déenéed him by parental op- 
position. Hopeless of winning her, he 
had come with his regiment to America, 
and here the news had in time reached 
him that she had been married to an- 
other. Her own father had writt<n him, 
declaring what was found, too late, to be 
untrue. Dazed with grief and despair, 
the poor life went out by his own hand. 
As his comrades laid his body away and 
heaped in the earth upon it, came Agn‘s 
of Glasgow. learning of her parent's 
perfidy, she had determined upon her 
coura’ 

Acrégs the ocean she had traveled, davs 
and dights of weary journeying, weeks 
of anxiety and expectancy as she left 
farther behind her her old home, hfr 
ruthless parents, and neared, with what 
feelings can only be pictured, the shores 
of a new and unknown world; days and 
nights more, arrived safe in Winyaw 
bay, there was yet the broad str2am of 
the Santee, and beyond that the beauti- 
ful Wateree, to be ascended ere she could 
reach hér lover. Putting off in a boat, 
the slow, weary miles slipped lengthily 
away, the tedious journey was ended, 
and, at last, Agnes of Glasgow's little 
foot touched the new world, and her 
steps were turned to where, within the 
British lines, she would find him heft 
faithful heart had wandered so far te 
join. 

As she drew near in the cold winter’s 
sun, inquiring of a _ sentinel for her 
lover, he pointed in ominous silence to 
where a squadeof soldiers was just fir- 
ing the last volley over the form from 
which dethroned reason had driven the 
unhappy life. The girl, the awful truth 
dawning upon her, fell unconscious proue 
upon the grave, and after lingering for 
a few days, died and was buried like him 
in a foreign land. 

Cornwalis had her laid within his own 
intrenchments, and placed above her the 
simple stone, on Which are the roughly 
carved words:

In 
1820 it was on the old Town hall. called 
Market h@ll.: This was burned, but for- 
tunutely, before the fire, the figure had 
heen removed, and was afterward mount- 
ed on the steeple of the opera house. 


Old-Style Architecture. 


A number of the old residences ar3 
bullt like the Charleston houses, one side 
even with the pavement and fronting not 
on the street, but on the door yard, whicn 
gives the air of seclusion so much sought 
in early colonial days on the coast. They 
have the same long double verandas, en- 
tered from the end, which is the side of 
the house, by a door. 

Camden has been from the beginning 
the cradle and home of patriotism, its 
funs have oee.t of sul. siuft es make 
great republics. Of the names which 
emblazoned the glorious scroll of revo- 
lutionary fame, and which added luster 
to the deathless glory of the confederacy, 
none have shone with truer splendor than 
those of the brave men of Camden. The 
little town furnished six generals to the 
confederate army. 

Before the war Camden was consider- 
ed the finest cotton market South of 
Baitimore—at least, through that imme- 
diate section was so considered, and is 
still in the memory of old citizens. Ham- 
burg was called the finest inland cotton 
market in the south, but it shared with 
Camden in the large trade which came 
down from Tennessee, North and upper 
South Carolina. The Camden cotton buy- 
ers and merchants, some of them Scotch- 
men, enjoyed a reputation for honesty 
;and integrity which was widespread; they 
always paid good prives and could be re- 
lied upon for fair dealing. One mun 
has been known to sample as many as 
ninety bales before breakfast, which

CROPS OF TROPICAL ECUADOR 


By Frederic J. Haskin. 


Itt would seem that Guayaquil deserves 
to be nicknamed ‘‘The Fever Port.’ On 
account of the ravages of this disease 


the United States govériment has had ‘ 


three different congular representatives 
here inside of twelvé months. “Nast died 
of fever, Sawter gave wp the place on 
account of being afraid of it, and now 
Dietrich, a Missouri editor, is holding 
down the job. Along with his consular 
duties, he is posting himself on the ecti- 


ence of escaping fever, or of getting off 


easy if he has it. 

The natives thought it was a good joke 
when Sawter backed out, but there are 
other people who think it was the smart- 
est thing he ever did in his life. Guaya- 
quil is not inviting at its best, and Saw- 
ter struck it at a particularly bad time, 
It was not long after the last big fire, and 
One pecullarity of these conflagrations is 
that an epidemic of fever always follows 
them. Every week for months there had 
been from forty to ninety deaths in the 
town. That fact was not comforting to 
Bay the least. Jones, the vice-consul, ar- 
ranged the reception for the new consul. 
He greeted him warmly and took him at 
Once to his quarters—the place where 
Nast had died. The deceased consul's 
empty: hammock was swinging across, 
the room, his coat hung upon the wall, 
and his slippers were in the corner. 

Sawter knew when he started that, fig- 
uratively speaking, he was to take a dead 
man’s boots, but all this grewsome detail 
Was too much for him. It is not to be 
wondered that a shiver ran up his spine. 
Jones, the vice consul, draws the regular 
consuler salary when there is no one in 
office, and, with an eye to business, hé 
Baw that Sawter was weakening, and be- 
gan to talk gloomily. The new incum- 
hent was soon inquiring about a return 
ticket to New York. He held down the 
job just one half day. A Guayaquil poet 
hee written sore verses, telling how cute 
Jones wae in scaring Sawter out. The |at- 
ter may console himself with the thought

Uncle Sam’s Oonsuls. 

In connection with this incident it will 

be timely to say that the average Amer- 
ican consul Goes not have an @asy or 
desirable job. The service has had a 
peculiar history. In the time of Jefferson 
it was practically an honorary work. 
Well-to-do land holders, 
promise, went abroad in the service mere- 
ly to acquire the experience and the 
travel, practically paying rend we out 
of their own pockets. The bus 
not looked upon as a career. In those 
days American comm#®rcial interests were 
not important enough to warrant &@ 
trained consular corps, and the whole 
effort of our government was expended 
in organizing a diplomatic service. Our 
diplomats have always given a good ac- 
count of: themselves. When the time 
came for organizing a consular service, it 
Was created out of nothing. 
sent to places on the theory that s0me- 
one should be stationed there, but with 
no thought to the qualifications of the 
incumbents. It was all a matter of po- 
litical patronage. Prior to 1895 no exam- 
inati@n was necessary at all. 
As a result of this carelessness, the 
fitness of the men in our service, when 
compared to those of other nations, suf- 
fers by comparison. A yOung man in 
the European consular service first serves 
as office clerk, then vice consul, and fi- 
nally consul. Before he comes to the 
helm, he will have served on several sta- 
tions, and know several languages, and 
will be famiiiar with ali shipping laws 
and the books of the consulate. Our rep- 
resentatives are given thirty days instrue- 
tion in the state department at Washing- 
ton, and dispatched to their posts without 
ever having looked inside of the books 
they are to handle. They have simply to 
get along by main strength and awkward- 
ness.

One instance ig On ré- 
cord where a consul with a large family 
was six months in paying the steamship 
company for his fAicket. In many in- 
stances our consuls accept passes from 
the steamship companies, thus putting 
themsélves under obligations to the own- 
ers of the ships they are sent out to 
fatch. A consul has many trying ex- 
perlences. If an American dles anywhere 
in his territory, leaving property, even 
if it is no more than a book and a ten 
cent piece, he must become the curator 
of the estat> He must make many 
journeys .to get drunken, disorderly sub- 
jects out of jail: On these trips, mind 
you, the consul must pay his own ex- 
penses, and is often roundly cussed by 
constituent for being a little 
late. 

Reform Bill Should Pass. 

The cOnsular service is really a branch 
of our government located in a foreign 
land, and the whole system should be 
such that will reflect credit upon our 
nation. Orc foreign commercial 
interests have become so important that 
men trained in the work of looking after 
them should be on duty everywhere.

Far 
from it. Our system of consular reports 
is already very creditable. The Lodge

Each tree 
only yields one pouwna of merchantable 
cocoa fn a season, and it does not begin 
to bear until it is six yeats of age. Bur 
once it begins th bear, it never wears 
out: At twenty Years of age it ylelds a 
better quality of fruit than at first. and 
there are trees on plantations here which 
have been ylelding for a-hundred years. 
The trees: require very little care, the 
only attention needed being to rémove 
the weeds and undergrowth from around 
them. 

The laborers whe work on the planta- 
ons @re paid 40 cents a day, and they 
board themselves. Ecuador has eight 
millionaffes, and it is a significant fact 
that all of them are owners of cocoa 
plantaffons, and that they are natives of 
the country. As yet the foreigner has 
not beén able to outdo them in the 
business. 


Serpents and Scorpions. 

The crop of snakes never falls short 
in.

the unvarnished truth 
to make the way-farer uneasy. 
a4g0 4 woman who was a guest at the 
best hotel in Guayaqu!l was dozing in 
her hammock, when she was horrified to 
feel something crawling beneath 
clothes. She screamed and sprang to 
her feet, but not in time to save her- 
self. It was a little house serpent, and 
as soon as she moved, it buried its fangs 
in the flesh of her thigh. Her leg soon 
became terribly swollen, and although 
her life was saved, she had u very nar- 
row escape from death. 

These little house serpents are very 
numerous in some parts of South Amer- 
ica. In many of the coast towns, where 
there are adobe houses, they breed in 
the dirt rodfs, and are liable to be drop- 
ping into the rooms below at any time. 
A missionary told me that frequently he 
had killed as many as six or eight on 
his premises in-a week's time. The little 
reptiles like the heat, and the flat roofs, 
where the sun beats hard, is a favorite 
place for them.

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COSTA RICA FRIENDLY TOWARD UNITED STATES; | 
AND WISHES INCREASED COMMERCIAL RELATIONS 


HE CONSTITUTION has arranged 

with Colonel James W.. Anderson, 

of Covington, Ga., to furnish a 
series of letters to The Constitution from 
Central and South America during the 
course of hig travels in those countries. 
The following was written from Costa 
Rios, and deals with the temper of the 
people in that state toward the United 
States and the Panama question. He 
writes; 

Hotel Internacionel,”” San Jose, Costa 
Rica, January 29.—(Special Correspor- 
dence.)—Costa Rica was first settled by 
the Spanish, I think, in the fifteenth 
entury, and remained a Spanish province 
until about one hundred and twenty-five 
years ago, when it gained its independ- 
ence, about the same time Mexico 
established her independence. 

It adjoins the new republic of Panama 
On the east and Nicaragua on the west. 
It is bounded on the nortz by tiie At- 
lantic or Caribbean sea, and on the 
south by the Pacific ocean. The Cordil- 
‘lera mountain range runs from west to 
east about the center of the state, and 
is really an extension of the Sierra 
Nevada range. It ig claimed that Chris- 
topher Columbus was the discoverer of 
Costa Bica, and that he landed at what 
is now Port Simon, on the Caribbean 
coast. 

. They have a president, vice president. 
four cabinet members, a supreme court 
and a congress or lower house of repre- 
sentatives. as we have in the United 
States, but no senate. 

Friendly Toward This Country. 

The foreign trade of Costa Rica is 
principally with the United States and 
England. but there is also considerable 
trade with France, Italy and Germany.

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are bananas, coffee, deer skins, oranges, 
dye woods: and hides. During the first 
-six months of 1903 the exports to Eng- 
land amounted to $3,250,000, and to the 

United States $1,453,000. The imports, 
however. from the Ljnited States for 
the same period were 55 per cent of the 
total importations. The traffic therefore 
with the United States is increasing, 
and only needs to be properly encouraged 
and pushed for our people to control the 
entire trade with this country. The 
Costa Ricans are very friendly disposed 
toward the United States, and very much 
desire to have closer and more extensive 
commercial relations, 

The government of Costa Rica is much 
more liberal and advanced in civilization 
and enlightenment than most of the Cen- 
tral or South American states. Here the 
foreigner may come and go at his pleas- 
ure with the same freedom and security 
as in the United States, with no question 
or suspicton as to What his business may 
be, while he is free from the annoyance, 
and even danger, of police and detective 
espionage and surveillance. 

To Make St. Louis Exhibit. 

I learn with pleasure that Costa Rica 
ils preparing to make a fine exhibit of her 
native products and resources at the 
great Louisiana Purchase exhibition at 
St. Louls this year. Her exhibit will be 
in charge of Senor Don Manuel Aragon, 
a Costa Rican gentleman of fine cul- 
ture and intelligence, who was a dele- 
gate to the pan-American congress and 
is a great admirer of the ability and 
statesmanship of the late sames G. 
Blaine. Senor Aragon has traveled ex- 
tensively in the United States and is a 
great admirer of the American people and 
their institutions and delights in welcom- 
ing Americans to this country. He speaks 
pure English and is thoroughly informed 
upon all matters pertaining to Costa Rica 
and her resources, industries, people and 
‘4nstitutions and I am sure he will arrange 
a fine Costa Rican exhibit at the St. 
Louis exhibition. 

Costa Rica has formally and officially 
recognized the new republic of Panama 
and has received the Panaman minister 
‘with enthusiastic demonstrations of 
friendship. 

Sympathizes with Panama. 

Their sympathies are entirely with 
Panama and their friendship seems to be 
most cordial and sincere. 

San’ Jose is the capital of Costa Rica 
and has a population of about 30,000. It 
has improved véry much in the past ten 
or fifteen years, and while it is still a 
Spanish town, yet it is fast becoming

modernized in its improvements and tus- 
toms. It is splendidly lighted with elec- 
tricity, while the trolley cars run through 
the city and out to the most important 
suburban points of interest. 

_ The streets are well paved, but are 
‘rather narrow, and the sidewalks vary 
in width from one to two and one-half 
feet. The houses are generally of but one 
story in height, and are built of the reg- 
ulation adobe, and plastered on the out- 
side. In the centra] portions of the city, 
however, there are many very good two- 
story buildings with a number of good 
hotels, which charge from three and a 
half to eight colones per day for board 
and lodging, which is about $1.75 to 
$4 American money. In religion, of 
course, the people are Catholics, and 
there are numerous churches in the city 
and one great cathedral, which is a very 
large, fine building. They also have here 
one of the largest and finest theaters I 
have ever seen, being finished through- 
out with the purest snow-white Italian 
marble, and with gold gilt. It belongs to 
the government and actually cost $l,- 
800,000 colones. It has been closed for 
some time, as it extremely difficult 
to get companies here able to play in 
it. They have other play houses, how- 
ever, which are adapted to the talent of 
native actors. But cock fighting and ball 
games, I believe, are the principal Sun- 
Gay amusements, The bul} fights occur 
only on ‘‘fete’’ or feast days. Everything 


is 


is open Sunday in the way of business, 
until 2 o’clock p. m., when 4ll places 
are closed and the people then betake 
themselves out for recreation and amuse- 
ment. 


No Ad Valorem Duties. 

There is no ad -valorem tax upon land 
or other property here and the govern- 
ment is supported by the import duties, 
local licenses for business, the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors and an interna] rev- 
enue upon some other articles. 

The banking system of Costa Rica is 
a very good and safe one and thefr paper 
a well secured for its face value and re- 
demption. Banks may issue paper to the 
full amount of their capita] stock, but 
they are obliged to keep in their vaults 
50 per cent of their capital in gold: all 
the while, which equal to the full 
amount of paper issued. 

The masses of the people here are 
a happy and well-disposed class, and aTfe 
polite and clever to a large degree. They 
are quiet and conservative and are not 
disposed to be revolutionary, as are the 
people of the .other Spanish-American 
states. The man owns his own little 
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home, however humble it may be, and he

Typography of Country. 

San Jose is situated upon a high table 
land and is completely surrounded by the 
mountain range, except the gaps to the 
southeast. Its altitude is about 4,000 
feet above. the sea level, and, to my great 
surprise, the atmosphere is fare, and 
quite cool at night, so that a blanket is 
necessary for comfort. I am told, how- 
ever, by people who have been living 
here for the past twenty-five or thirty 
years, that there has been a very great 
change in the temperature in the past 
few years, and that it has been unus- 
ually cool during the past season. The 
nights and evenings are really cooler 
than the mornings, as the wind blows 
much harder in the afternoon and night. 


Many American Residents. 

I have met here several Americans who 
are prominent in business and social clr- 
The -officials and employees of the 
Ferrocarril, or English railroad from hetfe 
to Port Limon, are mostly from Can- 
ada and the United States, and are very 
courteous and obliging in their intercourse 
with the public. The building of this 
road was a herculean task, as it runs 
through the Cordilleras about 60 miles, 
and the grade is very heavy in many 
places. It cost a vast sum of money to 
build it, but it was a great thing for 
Costa Rica. To the obliging officials of 
the company I am greatly indebted for 
courtesies and much vaiuable informa- 
tion. 

The market here is a very lively and 
busy place, and is a great improvement 
upon the old market plan, when the mer- 
chants and huckster women met upon the 
old plaza and spread their wares upon 
the ground, and thus exhibited them to 
the inquiring throng of customers. They 
now have a large one-story building, 
which covers an entire block or ‘‘man- 
zana.’’ and is closely filled with stalls or 
booths of all sizes and primitive Con- 
struction, and these are rented to the 
dealers at prices almost equal te Atlanta's 
most gilt-edge dirt. This market build- 
ing is the creation of American genlus 
and enterprise. <A. Mr. Myers, of West 
Virginia, conceived the idea of building 
the market hquse and secured 4 conces- 
sion from the city upon the site, which 
belonged to the city, for a term of thirty 
years. After this time the buildings wiih 
the ground reverts or goes to the city. 
Twenty-four years of this grant has now 
passed and it has six more to run. The 
market property is in charge of Thomas 
H. Penny, a very genial and pleasant 
gentleman, formerly of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
who has been in this country aboltit twen- 
ty-five or thirty years. He informs me 
the property pays a monthly dividend of 
2 per cent while about half the stock 
pays 48 per cent per annum upon its orig- 
inal cost. This fact should be mentloned 
very quietly, however, for fear Johnny 
Rockefeller should hear of it. and seek 
to secure the property and then deprive 
the owners of their very handsome in- 
vestment. 

But Costa Rica is opening up now very 
fast and is, I think, a very fine field for 
investment of capital by those who are 
young, thrifty and have the means to 
engage in business. 

Tomorrow I am going to visit Alaquela, 
one of the oldest towns in thig section, 
and next week I am going down to Pun- 
ta Arenas, which is the seaport town 
on the Pacific coast, from which place 
I will write you next. I will return 
here in a few days. .

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SOME TRAVEL NOTES BY 
A PROMINENT GEORGIAN 


Constitution: I 
from Port Limon, and stated I 
was delayed there in consequence 
of an extensive break in the raiload to 
San Jose, which would not be repaired 
in several weeks. But as I was exceed- 
ingly anxious to reach this city, where I 
expected to get letters and papers from 
home, I determined to undertake the trip 
at all hazards. It was quite an unpleas- 
ant and undesirable undertaking, how- 
ever, as I had been informed there were 
two immense landslides on the road, with 
a gap of !3 miles between them, and no 
cars to carry the passengers across. The 
prospect of a t3-mile walk, therefore, 
was rather discouraging, as the weather 
was hot, the location in the mountains, 
and no road to travel but to ‘‘count the 
crossties’’ along the railroad track. I 
had met some men in Port Limon who 
had come through from San Jose, who 
reported the trip a very hazardous one, 
but. that it was possible to make it suc- 
cessfully. So 1 determined to under- 
take It. 

The distance from Port Limon 
Jose is 103 miles, and the only 
reach the latter place is by the ‘Ferro- 
ecarril,’’ which is the Spanish for rail- 
road. The road was built some yeurs 
ago by an English company, and it runs 
60 miles through the Cordillera range of 
mountains. For 15 miles, after leaving 
Port Limon, the road runs in a some- 
what westerly direction, and just along 
the beach of the broad and restless Carib- 
bean, where the great waves roll out and 
dash themselves in fury almost up to the 
“Ferrocarril’” track in many places. On 
the other side of the road there are nu- 
merous cocoanwt groyes, bananas, swamps, 
and hundreds of Jamaica and native huts, 
or “shacks,” all built upon ‘‘stilts’’ from 
3 to 6 feet hfgh, with a bridge way 2 
feet wide, extending from the door to 
the railroad track. 

After the road leaves the sea beach It 
turns more directly to the south, and for 
some distance it ruhs Bhrough a rather 
Swampy section, but most of which is 
planted in bananas. - In fact, the banana 
grows everywhere, it can get a root 'n 
the ground, regardlees of the dense un- 
dergrowth of bushes, vines and grass. 
which is so thick a white man could 
scarcely pentrate it a half dozen vards. 
But the banana stalk will push its head 
up through the mass of other growth, 
and when it gets its head above, it will 
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spread its broad leaves, and in a few 
months will bear its buneh of bananas 
But in the regular banana farms the 
foreign tufdergrowth is all cut down, and 
the ground kept fairly clean. 

Before the road reaches the foot hills, 
it runs by the side of a large river, bear- 
ing an Indian name, which is unpro- 
nounceable in English and which it fol- 
lows closely for about 50 miles. The 
river is very swift and shoaly as it comes 
down through the mountains, and of 
course the grade of the roud is generally 
very heavy. ThéTe fs some grand scenefy 
along this river, which is as fine as much 
of that to be seen in the ‘Rockies’ of 
Colorado, and which in fact, a part 
of the same range of mountains.

I gladly paid 
the $5, and was accorded a front seat 
on the “‘observation” car. and in five and 
a half hours was landed safely at the 
other ‘‘slide.”’ This one was not so long 
as the other, but was more difficult to 
Pass, as we had to descend a very steep 
cliff, an@ then climb the other side. . It 
was very hot, and when we reached the 
passenger cars, on this side of the great 
breaks, the passengers all presented a 
very weary and dilapidated appearance. 

Soon wa were all aboard the train on 
this side, and off to San Jose. The road 
continues tlrough the mountains unt?! 
the ancient city of Cartago is reached, 
which fs the highest point reached by the 
railroad; and the sceney is indeed ver 
grand. The air is rarife@ and very cool, 
and at night, a good heavy blanket is 
necessary for comfort. 

As I desired to visit this ancient city, 
I stopped off, and spent the night there. 

Cartag® is emphatically an old and 
rea! Spanish town, and was once the cap- 
ital of Costa Rica. The streets are nar- 
row and straight, the houses” are 
low, and all covered with tiles. 
The sidewalks vary from one _ to 
2 feet in width, while the streets are 
scarcely 20 feet wide. They are all paved 
with round cobble’ stones and deciine 
from the curbing to the center from each 
side, where 2 cool, clear mountain stream 
of water is running all the while, which 
carries off ali foreign matter, and the 
streets are thus kept clean. Between this 
‘sewer’ and the curbing on either side 
there is just room enough for fhe ancient 
ox cert of solid wooden wheels to pass 
along and the cart meeting It or going in 
the oposite direction travels on the other 
side, These old time ox carts were the 
only vehicles I saw while there. 

The men and women are small in stat- 
ure and of a dark mulatto cotor with .cry 
black ‘hair an.:! They all speak 
Spanish, but there is a large mixture of 
Indian blood among them. The city is 
well policed and the best of urder seemed 
to prevail. 

The houses are mostiy bullt of adobe 
and plastered on the outside. The blocks 
or squares are buflt up solidly without 
a single break from corner to corner. 
There is such a ‘sameness in the construc- 
tfon of the houses, in fact, that standing 
‘at the crossing and looking out along the 
streets in any direction as far as you can 
see the houses simply appear as a plain 
wall on either side of the street. The 
doors all along the streets are kept 
closed, but from a little distance they 
appear simply as so many “holes in the 
wall.” 

There are some hot springs in the 
Suburbs and other noted placas of resort 
and the travel between Cartago and San 
Jose is quite large; in fact, the largest 
between any two points on the Ferrocor- 
ril. 

At 12:45 p. m. on Wednesday, January 
20, I left Cartago for this city, where [ 
arrived in an hour and found a number 
of letters and some Constitutions awiuir- 
ing me, which made me feel relieved and 
much “nearer home.”’ 

But, alas, The Constitutian brousht me 
the sad intelligence of the d@ith 02% my 
dear old General Sames Longstreet, the 
“grandest old nero of them all.’ and the 
veritable “right arm"’ of the immertal 
Lee during the historic days of the six- 
tles. I am sure he stood to the 
commanding general than all of: the great 
generals of the Army of Noerthern Vir- 
ginia, and, their relations were ever of 
the warmest and mosi cordial. nature. Tn 
fact, 1 believe it imposible there should 
have been friction be:ween them as to 
“orders” at Gettysbure. 

The Constitution also 
sad intelligence of the death of General 
John B. Gordon, the soldier, statesman, 
orator. Ah, how rapidly the “grand 
army’ is recruiting on the other side of 
the dark river! I am much arieved to 
learn of his death, as it «ame to ime as 
a shock and was so nnexpected. Gordon 
was a noble and lovable character. as 
soldier, citizan, statesman. orator. and I 
am glad to see the suggestivun that a 
monument should p2 erected to his mem- 
ory at the capital of Georgie. 

I nave met here General Caldwell, who 
commanded the first division in Han- 
cock’s corps in the federal army and 
who is now the American consu! general 
in Costa Rica, who was much grieved 
cver the death of Gener2] Longstreet. He 
is warm in his praise of him, as he re- 
garded him as the nardest and ablest 
fighter in the Army of Northern Virginia. 
“Whenever we met Longstreet's men,’’ 
said he to me, “we knew we had serious 
business before us.”’ 

[ have also met here an old friend, 
Senor Manuel G. Escalante, whom T had 
not seen since we were young together, 
nearly forty-seven years. He remember- 
ed me and seemed greatly delighted to 
see me and to learn [ still remembered 
him. He is a fine old gentleman now and 
is the collector or register of customs 
for Costa Rica. He is of Castillian blood 
and his family is one of refinement, cul- 
ture and great prominence in Costa Rica. 
I am delighted to have known him and 
nappy indeed to meet him here now, hale 
and well, after a separation of nearly 
forty-seven years, or almost half a cen- 
tury. 

[ find San Jose quite a large and fine 
city. Its population \is about 30,000 and 
is the capital of Costa Rica 4n my next 
I will give you some statistics about the 
city and cOuntry and a description of the 
coffee culture, etc., which may prove of 
interest to your many readers in Georgia.

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AMERICA’S COMMERCIAL 
DOMINANGE IN KOREA 


By Archer Butle: Hulbert. 


Korea is the only foreign country | in 
which Americans have taken the leading 
part in its commercial exploitation; and 
it was purely by accident that America 
began ta play the important role in the 
development of the hermit kingdom that 
She has played during thé past genera- 
tion. ‘ 

It was just twenty years ago, after the 
emeute of 1884, that an American medi- 
cal missionary, Dr. Horace Allen, was 
called upon to perform a serious oper- 
ation upon the mangled body of Prince 
Min Yung Ik, a Korean nobleman. he 
operation was successful and attracted 
the attention of the Korean emperor, who 
immediately appointed king’s physician. 

The American missionaries, other than 
medical, were also achieving the begin- 
ning of their successes. At the same 
time, in order to found a school for the 
training of Korean noblemen’s sons for 
goVernment and diplomatic positions, the 
Korean government sent to America, ask- 
ing for three teachers to found a govern- 
ment school or Royal college. Thus, in 
the space of a few years, Americans

tives, and were loved; they were not 
meddling in politics; not asking for coal- 
ing stations or open ports. They came 
to do good, and they did good and noth- 
ing else. 

The first chapter of modern Korean 
history ended with the outbreak of the 
Japan-China war. Korea had nominally 
belonged to China up to this time; though 
the Catholic missionaries had been in 
Korea almost since the Puritans landed 
political power in the government. 
The Royal hospital had been founded 
threugh Dr. Allen’s influence. At the 
close of the war Korea became free from 
outsiders and spoil for her own robber 
princes. Being free, Korea had the right 
to grant foreign concessions. Various 
parties sought these vigorously, but un- 
successfully; for in almost every in- 
stance, there seemed to be an ulterior 
political motive in view. Horace Allen 
had now become American ambassador 
to Korea, and it was plain that America’s 
wholesome introduction to Korea through 
missionary, physician and educator was 
to lead to commercial successes which 
would also be unrivaled. 


Americans Secure Concessions. 

In a short time James H. Morse, of 
the American Trading Company, secured 
two concessions from the Korean gov- 
ernment, one for opening gold mines in 
the mountains in the north of Korea, and 
another for building the first railway in 
the county, from the seaport of Chemylpo 
to the capital. Seoul, 27 miles inland. 
The mining concession was leased to 
leigh Hunt; a plant costing a quarter 
of a million dollars is now in operation, 
J. Sloat Fassett, of New York, being one 
of the best known interested parties. The 
contract for building the railway was 
given to the American and Oriental Con- 
struction Company formed by Messrs. 
Collbron and James, of Denver and Chat- 
tanooga, respectively. In the 
of the roaqg W. C. Carley was first en- 
in charge; H. R. Bostwick. an- 
ditor, and. S. F. Phillips, superintendent 
in charge. 

The principal feat in the construction 

of xthe road was throwing an elght-span 
bridge across the great river Han, three 
miles from Seoul. This bridge, |,650 fest 
long. was sent across the Atlantic in 
piecesyon a special vessel. + It made the 
Koreans open their eyes to see a three 
masted schooner come blundering safely 
into the half-charted Korean port under 
the firm hand ;of a Yankee skipper; but 
their wonder became amazement when 
the strange piec¢s of iron {t bore as car- 
go were carried 25 miles inland 
and swung safely above ;the mad ¢ides of 
the chief river of Korea. The total length 
of the bridge is 2,450 feet, including ap- 
proaches. Upon completion a Japanese 
company secured ethe road. 
This road had its terminus  ;vitnuut the 
west gate of Seoul. mericga enterprize 
now put on foot an electric railway run- 
ning from the railway ;terminus into 
Seoul, through the city, and out to the 
tomb of the murdered Empress Min, 
3 miles east of the city, and a mecca 
for Koreans. The Seoul Electric Com- 
pany was organized; it comprised Ko- 
reans only, with the governor of -the city 
as president. The franchise came from 
the department of public works. The com- 
pany was capitalized at $300,000: one- 
half of sthis sum was immediately pald to 
the same construction company which 
had built the Seoul-Chemulpo railway 


Thought Trolleys Bewitched. 
The mortormen have been Japanese and 
the conductors Koreans. Of course, a 
number sof accidents have happened: at 
one of these a car was demolished ani 
the company’s plant was endangered. The 
Koreans are a very stately race of men; 
they move slowly and shave no wit in 
avoiding accidents—and the trolley car 
the world over is no respecter of digni- 
ty. The commonest surgical operation 
in Korea, the medical missionaries say. 
is to pull a two or three foot pipestem 
Out of the back of Korean’s neck: by 
accidents, in wheeling around corners. or 
by falling down when intoxicated, these 
pipestems are jammed downwards or 
backwards, ad _ infinitum. 

Other more marvelous objections have 
been raised to hese ‘‘make-themselves- 
go machines,’’ so named by the people 
who call] the bicycle the “‘man-make-him- 
pelf-go machine,"* The people affirm that

a recent drought had been scaused by the 
electric wires Which are strung acrosg' 
Seoul, in all 6 miles in length. They 
declared that the wires cut off the influ- 
ence of heaven. Others were not satis- 
fled whether the blame should be given 
the wires on the location of the power 
house of the electric plant; it was found 
on examination of the records that the 
house stood on a sacred spot mnd dese- 
crated it. The power house remains, how- 
ever, on the hallowed spot. 

During these years of commercial ex- 
ploitation the American miss.onares 
have not been backward; the Presbyte- 
rian missions in the north number seven 
thousand converts, and the Methodist 
missions in the center of the little king- 
dom count over five thousand. The 
Methodists have paid special attention 
to publishing; thelr first plant. The 
Trilingual Press, having played an ime« 
portant part in the opening of Korea. 
The Roman Catholics number forty 
thousand converts; they entered Korea 
two centuries ago, when the Jesuits were 
leading the way into the heart of the 
American continent. The Koreans have 
“practically given up Buddhism and 
Confuclanism,’’ according to Minister 
Allen. 

Thanks to the wisdom of her repre- 
sentative in Korea, America has main- 
tained her place with dignity and suce 
cess. As Mr. Allen has modestly stated, 
‘Today Americans are found to be in 
possession of rights and privileges of 
great material value, obtained by peace- 
ful means from the good will of the peo- 
ple.”’ 

Amid all the excitement of variou> up- 
risings, of the Japan-China war and of 
the ‘surprising days of 1898, American 
interests have not lost ground. On one 
occaion, at least, the Korean emperor 
sought to come to the American lega- 
tion for protection at a time when seyv- 
eral ambassadors would have done any- 
thing to have obtained his majesty’s 
person; but he was kindly but firmly re- 
fused the necessary permission. Noth- 
ing wéuld have been gained to Ampri- 
ca’s best interests by having the pos- 
session of the king, and a thousand dane 
gers would have been run. The emper- 
or leads a haunted life, sleeping In day- 
time, when all the world's awake, and 
holding his cabinet meetings and doing 
all his business by night. He has de- 
serted his old palace in the native pore 
tlon of the@ity. and lives in a straw- 
thatched barn of a building in a frog 
in the foreign quarter—within 
reach of the legations in case of trouble, 

American= Dominate. 


From any point of view, America must 
be greatly interested in and connected 
with the future of Korea. Twice ag 
many Americans can talk the Korean 
language as any other nationality of 
foreigners in Korea; America has led 
in commercial exploitation; America hag 
led in disseminating political knowledge. 
Dr. Philip Jaisohu, a naturalized Ameri- 
can, Of Korean parentage, and advisor 
to the cabinet, founded the, first English 
paper in Korea, the native editions of 
which circulated widely and played an 
important part in the early work of the 
Independent club. When filled with fears 
of aSsassination, just after the murder of 
his queen, the emperor of Korea put not 
a mouthful of food to his lips that wags 
not prepared by the hands of an Ameri- 
can missionary and taken secretly to the 
palace. On the occasion of a riot on 
Thanksgiving day night, 1896, three 
Americans lay in the ante-room of the 
king’s bedchamber at the palace with 
cocked revolvers and other weapons in 
their hands, ready to beat back the mob 
if it came. 

There is something splendid in the 
mere fact that America has taken no 
advantage of the “inside track’ that she 
has secured in Korea to gain Political 
power. His refusal to take such ad- 
vantage has given her almost the power 
that others have desired; and it would. 
be a small surprise to the well-informed 
in Far Eastern politics if America should 
possess an inJuence in  storm-tossed 
Korea which, irrespective of the outcome 
of any war Detween Russia and Japan, 
should, for one thing, put a serious pro- 
hibition on Russian advance in that di- 
rection. it would be interesting if 
American influence in Korea should be 
the real power that Russia should find 
inK orea when she raps at the door 
again. 

Note.—Indeed, there fs a treaty, in force 
since 1883, between Korea and the 
United States, a clause of which read¢ ag. 


follows: 

‘If other powers deal unjustly or o 
pressively with either government, the 
other wil] exert its good offices, on being 
informed of the case, to bring about an’ 
amicable arrangement. thugs showing. 
their friendly feelings.’’—HEditor,

Berlin for more than a year has been 
crowding to see Gorky's ‘“Nachtasyl,”’ 
and still the little theater where it is 
being produced is filled nightly. It may 
be that the smal] capacity of the theater 
through which the population of the 
German capital has been passed may in 
some degree account for the length of 
the play’s run. That the peopie have 
been and are eager to see it is certain, 
The play is the topic of conversation in 
the most diverse circles, and not only in 
Berlin. Companies of varying degree of 
excellence have been presenting these 
‘scenes from the depths” throughout Ger- 
many, and now Berlin hears that it is 
to be brought out in New York, 

What is it that so moves the people? To 
what in them does the play appeal? What 
note does it strike that so reverberates 
in the minds of thousands upon thou- 
sands? 

Books and plays that have awakened 
popular enthusiasm in recent years have 
taught us to expect in every new favorite 
a certain peculiarity of theme or of treat- 
ment. And we should hardly need any 
other evidence than the fact of Gorky’s 
authorship to convince us that ‘‘Nachta- 
syl’’ is not one of the kind of plays which 
American mothers or maidens go to see 
with innocent p.easure. 

‘‘Nachtasyl”’ cannot strictly be said to 
have a plot. Jt is, as the sub-title of the 
book infOrms us, a presentation of 
“scenes from the depths.’”’ It has no 
other unity than place. Everything hap- 
pens in the cheap lodging house where 
the various specimens of forlorn human- 
ity whom Gorky wishes to know collect. 
One incident, indeed, longer than any 
other, rung through the four acts, by 
action or suggestion. For the rest, we 
have a number of types, persons with 
tragic histories, before and behind them; 
to show whom they are—selfish, callous, 
hopeless, weak, in the main, with occa- 
sional flaring up from the substratam 
of kindness in them and the smouldering 
desire for something better—is the pur- 
pose of the play. But over this strictly 
dramatic aim is another, that of giving 
expression to certain moral and fTrelig- 
ious reflections, which the author puts 
in the mouth of Luka, the 60-year-old 
pilgrim. Luka is the spirit of supernal 
pity descended among the blind and hope- 
less Inhabitants of the wretched nook 
where they love, hate, help, kill, one an- 
other, J 


It is a select soctety to which one is 
introduced in ‘“‘Nachtagyl’’—select on 4 
principle opposite to that of respecta- 
bility. There is a burglar, and he is 
also a lover. A gambler who has served 
his term for manslaughter plays the 
bright cynic whose heart js still go00d 
beneath his dare deviltry. There is @ 
degenerate “‘baron’’ who has also worn 
the stripes, although, as he brokenly 
succeeds in conveying, he has no inti- 
mation of the reason of things, a crea- 
ture with a blot on the brain. The 
owner of the shelter is hypocritically re- 
ligious, cruel and avaricious. His young 
wife is in love with the thief, jealous of 
her younger sister and plans her hus- 
band's death, 

During the first two acts, 2 woman lies 
on a couch dying amid the bickerings 
and the passionate outbreaks of the 
other inmates of the single room, Her 
husband, who has neariy beaten her to 
death cobbles at a bench opposite, in 
desperate poverty, Alcoholism presents 
us with an example of wrecked man- 
hood in the character of a fallen actor. 
A young girl, her life in rains, goes 
through the play with eyes swollen 
from weeping over sentimental novels, 
The heroine, to call her so, accepts the 
thief, knowing his former relations with 
her sister, and Luka, the aged pilgrim, 
advises. her to take him, “for he is good 
at heart. But you must not forget to 
remind him of the fact’’ 

Did the author intend to picture life as 
he has seen jt? But surely Luka js 
the spirit of love not as the author has 
seen it, but as he left it. Luka draws 
from each one in turn the secret of his 
life. Luka forgives everything. He is 
himself so tender, he says because he 
has been pounded so much. We are given 
a hint that far back in his past, too, 
sin did its regenerating work. 

The realism of the play extends to the 
form of the dialogue, but not to its sub- 
stance. The speech is homely, but the 
thought philosophical. Fallen humanity 
in a Nachtasyl, no doubt occasionally re- 
flects on the why, the whence, the 
whither. We should not, however, expect 
it to do so constantly or habitually and 
remain as ft is. It is Luka, indeed, that 
like an awakening breath from heaven, 
stirs in the sunken denizens of this Un- 
derground world vague untest, subtle 
longings, questiong to which there are no 
certain answers, Luka is mystic faith. 
His coming, his presence, his going, is 
out of this suffering world’s rational 
order. 

We have become familiar with the 
play that ends with an interrogation 
mark. Gorky flings a handful at us. 
And the problems are not dess tantaliz- 
ing when the people in the play give 
their solutions, 

‘What do we live for?’ one and an- 
other aSks, passionately. ‘‘We live for 
the sake of the ablest,” is the reply. 
‘We live that he may issue from among 
us, and therefore we ought to respect 
ell men, and children especially, for 
who kngws what may come forth or of 
what service to us they may be.” 

“Truth! What is truth? Man is the 


truth; all else is the work of his hands.”’ 

Luka tells a parable, how a, certain 
man, having heard of the Land of ‘the 
Just, inquires about it of a scholar, who 
cannot find it anywhere on his maps; 
whereupon the man curses science and 
scientists and hangs himself. 

The play is realistic in its presenta- 
tion of good and bad indiscriminately 
mixed; on the other hand, it is as bare 
an allegory as “Everyman.” 

This is the world of a large part of hu- 
manity, it says to us, living under condi- 
tions of general woe, crime and distress. 
Here you have a thief. who was made so 
because his father was one before him, 
and no one expected anything better. He 
has no consvience, but he is generous. 

Here is the ‘“‘baron,’’ morally irrespon- 
sible, yet society once punished him for 
a ‘‘crime.” Herg is one man whose sole 
reliance is work, with no work .to do; 
and another, whose right hand has been 
crushed so that he will not be able to 
work. The wretched gir] spends her days 
and nights weeping over imaginary ro- 
mances. The girl whom we have called 
the heroine accepts the evil with the good, 
and only warns the thief that he shall not 
beat her. In that dark world, tin the 
‘“‘depths’’—that is to say, those who would 
be honest meet with unavoidable misfor- 
tune—callousness or recklessness is their 
only escape. The sinners are not wholly 
bad. They are wicked because of fate, 
Society has made them so. Among these 
distressed and benighted souls come 
Luka, with his gospel of love and for- 
giveness. They look up; they* can’t be- 
lieve, and yet they are drawn in spite of 
themselves. One after another begins tu 
hate his life. The more sensitive cannot 
bear the more hardened. Luka does not 
preach. He sympathizes. He respects 
them all, without exception. The drun- 
kard, the wretched girl, the thief, feel 
they must get away and lead other lives. 
The others grow tender and thoughtful. 
But fate comes in; their plans are thrown 
in- ruins; Luka disappears, leaving the 
memory of his sayings in the hearts of 
those hwo are left. 

To those who carry the lesson, Gorkjy 
has something of vast importance to say. 
What is it but that in the very lowness 
of men and women there lives something 
divine, and that our respect is due to the 
most sunken, just because they are hu- 
man? 

Berlin will not be classed among the 
religious cities, yet it has been crowding 
to A religious performance. When one 
thinks of three or four plays of recent 
years that have aroused the attention of 
the world, like Heyse’s ‘‘Mary of Mag- 
dala,” Sudermann’s ‘John the Baptist,” 
Ibsen's “King and Galilean,’ Tolstoi’s 
‘Resurrection,’ Bjornson’s “‘Beyond Our 
Power,” one is impressed by a certain 


likeness in motive and attracting princi- | 


On one side it seems to be an inter-— 
est in strange and abnormal phases of 
human nature; on the other, a turning 
again to the mystical significance of per- 
sonality of Jesus. The religion that ema- 
nates from the man Jesus again fasci- 
nates writer and people. The meaning 
of sin and poverty, as in the early days, 
demands interpretation under the press- 
ing sense of human brotherhood. 

The popularity of such books and plays 
as ‘Nachtasyl” is significant of the trend 
of thought on fundamental, social and 
religious matters. At any rate, it shows

WOMEN LAWYERS ARE BARRED. 


England Has Plenty of Women Phy- 
sicians, However. 


(From The Baltimore American.) 

The refusal of the English house of 
lords to permit women to practice law 
contrasts strangely with the fact that 
they have full license to practice medicine 
The latter would seem to be as unsulted 
to women as the former, and yet the 
practice of medicine is more -fully devel- 
oped among women in England than in 
any other country, and some of the fe- 
male doctors have acquired considerable 
distinction. The sclence of medicine can 
searely be said to require less capacity 
than that of law. In the earlier stages 
medicine is probably the more difficult 
to acquire. 

In this country women are excluded 
from the bar in some states and admitted 
in others. They are excluded in this 
state, but there is quite a number of 
them in New York. The proportion of 
those who distinguish themselves in any 
profession 1s small compared with the 
whole number, and it is possible that as 
many female ag male lawyers, propor- 
tionately, have thus far been successful. 

The time is too short since women be- 
gan the practice of medicine to expect 
any national reputations, or even such 
skill as makes a physician’s name a 
household word in a community. They 
began tthe practice of the profession only 
a few years ago, and getting a practice 
and the opportunity to show great ability 
is a slow process. Thousands of trained 
nurses are graduated from the hospitals 
every Year. When they enter a sick 
room they are a greater comfert and a 
safer physician than the old practitioner 
of fifty years ago. Their manner of han- 
dling patients is as near perfect as any- 
thing can be. They rm their duties 
so admirably that one wonders they did 
not study medicine. Perhaps if they had 
they would not be such admirable nurses,, 
and yet it is difficult to dissipate the 
impression that the time will come when 
they will study medicine as well as 
nursing.

The writer refers to the dachshund that 
for a few moments occupied the stage ia 
Richard Mansfield’s production of “Old 
Heidelberg’ at the Grand Wednesday 
night. From the time this elongated ca- 
nine with his palm leaf fan ears appeared 
on the stage, everything was so Dutchy 
that. it was almost possible to hear the 
Singing of the ‘“Wacht am Rhine’’ by 
long-pipe smoking Germans pounding on 
the tables with their well-filled steins of 
Wurzburger. 

The effect was simply immense. They 
grow dogs in almost every country in 
the world, but the dachshund is German, 
unmistakably and individually German. 
He’s such a queer looking hybrid, sort of 
half dog and half something else, and he 
always looks as though he was on the 
point of bursting into tears. He’s such a 
long drawn out affair. In fact he seems 
sort of a serial story-kind of a dog with 
very short first and last installments 
where his first and last pair of legs are 
fixed on to a body that threatens to sweep 
like the train.of an evening gown with 
every step taken, | 

People may disagree as to the abilities 
of Mr. Mansfield as an actor, but all must 
attribute tkis introduction of a dachshund 
into the play for German coloring to the 
stage setting as real genius. 

There has been considerable difference 
of opinion as to Mr. Mansfield’s interpre- 
tation of the part of Prince Karl Hein- 
rich. Many claim that he was effeminate. 
But does not the role call for just that 
sort of a young man, While the prince 
was not tied to his mother’s apron strings 
he wag sheltered from everything tasting 
of the world, worldly. 

But here’s the point. Are not the days 
of five act affairs over? To be sure the 
stage settings were wonderful when it is 
considered that Atlanta was enjoying a 
one night performance. But those tweuty 
minute waits in between. They were aw- 
ful. 

We of this present have relegated the 
old three-volume novels to the oblivion of 
a forgotten past. Short stories with 
plenty of action are the kind that &re 
wanted these days. Melodramus, too, have 
been boiled down until the four-act kind 
are the exception. Isn't it s@ that most of 
us prefer to have the prologue cut down 
to the minimum and get the introduction 
to the story by inference? The five-act 
kind may be more convincing and artistic 
but most of us have to get up and go 
to work the next morning and Wednesday 
night's performance resulted in being 
nothing more nor less than a midnight 
matinee. 

Another thing, apparently the problem 
plays are fast losing their popularity and 
the flood tide of the essentially morbid 
that came with them seems to be on the 
ebb. The greatest successes of late have 
been those which preached the gospel of 
cheerfulness.

GLOOMY 


Large Decline in Number of Vessels 
Under Construction. 
(From Cleveland. Iron Trade Review.) 
The Marine Review, in its annual ship- 


a year ago shipyards of the great lakes 
had orders for sixtky-two vessels, val- 
ved at $13,491,500. Now the number of 
orders in hand is only twenty-five, many 
of them for small vessels, and the aggre- 
gate value only $3,970,500. In the list 
of a year ago there were forty-eight 
freighters, capable of carrying together 
in a single trip 230,950 gross tons of 
eighteen feet draught. In this year's 
summary there are only ten freighters 
of a combined capacity of 63,400 tons. 
In January a year ago the American 
Shipbuilding Company, alone, had orders 
for thirty-nine freighters, costing $9,565,- 
000. Now there are only seven freighters 
of 50,500 tons capacity on their order 
list and the*aggregate value of these is 
$2,175,000. 

In merchant work on the seaboard 
there is little encouraging to report. On 
the contrary, the situation is especially 
discouraging. for there is not a single 
new order of importance to chronicle. 
There is not now and has not been for 
two years or more an order for a vessel 
for the foreign trade of the TUnited 
States. Whatever in that line may be 
observed in the Review's summary of 
shipbullding was there @ year ago. The 
two vessels which the New York Ship- 
building Company, Camden. N. J.. is 
building for the Pacific Mati Steamship 
Company—Mongolia and Manchuria—are 
not new orders. They were taken over 
while on the stocks by the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. the _ original con- 
tract for them having been let by the 
Atlantic Transport Company. They were 
sold to the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany by the International Mercantile Ma- 
rine Company, when it took over the At- 
lantic Transport line. 

It is not to be understood, however, 
that shipbuilding on the seaboard is al- 
together dead. While the big yards have 
not had much to do, fhere is. of course, 
the continual wastage in coastwise ves- 
sels which must be replaced by thé pro- 
duct of American shipyards: and the 
builders of wooden vessels have been 
fairly busy throughout the vear. But 
the showing is such as to prove that the 
United States occupies a most ignoble 
position in the world’s output of ships, 
and it will continue to do so so long as it 
pursues the strange policy of being a pro- 
tective country which declines to protect 
one of the most important industries.

The saving 
common sense of the Iaity has been a 
large factor In the final decision, 
Foreign Mission Contributions. 

If we compare the contributions fof 
foreign missions made by those who dwell 
in Asia, Africa and the islands of the 
sea, with the contributions of Christen- 
dom—America, Britain and Germany—we 
are not put to the blush. The total con- 
cributions from the latter—lands that 
have long been Christian—is about sixteen 
millions and a half; the contributions 
from Asia, etc., were $735,650. This was 
for work outside of the land of the don- 
ors. Besides this, there were contribu- 
tions by native churches, for the gospel’s 
sake, of $1,955,426. As the number of 
‘converts in the mission churches through- 
vit the world is: 1,414,176, this represents 
in average of a dollar and a half per 
rember. From men whose wages Vary 
from 10 to 25 cents a day, this is a good 
showing. and may lead to confusion of 
face among many in Christian lands who 
earn ten to twenty times as much, and 
give not a great dea] more. 


The World’s Missionaries. 

The total number of ordained mission- 
aries in the foreign field is 5,863. Of 
these, 1,999 are from America, 2,017 are 
from Great Britain, and 910 are from 
Germany and the Netherlands. The ave- 
rage number of conversions, therefore, 
in the mission work was about seventeen 
to each ordained missionary. In the 
churches at home the average of conver- 
sions is six or seven to each minister. 
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THE ECONOMIC LIFE

(The following sermon was delivered by | 


Dr. Langston a short time eince and 
caused much favorable cOmment. By 
special request he has furnished us 4& 
condensed synopsis of the sermon.—E. 
¥,. C.) 


HE bodily life is the basis of all 
+ spiritual life. The establishment 

and maintenance of the bodily life is 
the primary obligation. This obligation 
binds every human being to perform 
those functions which are adapted to this 
end. These functions are systematized 
and called economics. 

The economic life is outlined by those 
activities which man is required to put 
forth in order to maintain the bodily life. 
The body must be nourished, clothed nad 
sheltered. Food muet be sought, clothing 
must be made, and houses must be built. 
These activities represent work. Even 
the lower animajs are required to work, 
that is, they are under the dominion of 
physical needs which compel them to 
seek their food. But most animals quit 
hunting just a® soon as hunger !s ap- 
peased. Some animals, however, are prov- 
ident. The quirrel, for instance, anticti- 
pates future needs and lays up stores 
for the winter. He does this by putting 
forth more activity during the fall when 
nuts are plentiful than is required to 
supply his daily needs. He works over 
time. Now, this store of food is property. 
It im the reward of a foresight whicn 
looks beyond the neede of the hour. 

The life of a squirrel is a parable of 
the life of man. Man igs enabled by 
reason to direct present activity so that 


‘a portion of it will contribute to future 


need. The functions which are engaged 
in the satisfaction of natural needs are 
systematized by reason. When this is 
done, two institutions arise whi¢gh form 


‘the baeis of the economic life, labor and 


property. The accumulation of food and 
sking for clothing and for the construc- 
tion of tents, which is the original form 
of property, enables man to free him- 
gelf from the worry of momentary needs, 
And this freedom which man has won 
by means of the power of reason is the 
pre-condition of all real human life. With- 
out this freedom there can be systematic, 
purposive activity. This is why it is a 
crime against society that any individual 
should be compelled to work for a day's 
wage which will barely buy the day's 
food for himself and family. We must 
recognize the indisputable s0Ocial fact 
that the family, not the individual, is the 
unity of the social order, and that the 
bread winner should receive enough for 
his day’s work to maintain himself and 
family in a comfortable and decent man- 
ner. 

Commodities, that is property, are ac- 
quired by labor. Man gets his stores 
precisely as the squirrel gets his. 
squirrel must work over time: so must 
man. In the more highly developed 
stages of civilization labor assumes the 
form of a calling or profession, but the 
activity put forth for the purpose of ac- 
quiring commodities in whatever sphere 
it is applied and under whatever name 
it passes, is labor. Work is primal ac- 
tivity. St. Paul says that if a man will 
not work, neither.shall he eat. Work 
and bread are inseparably related. Man 
must eat; then, he must work. If he 
eat bread without working, then he 
consumes what has belonged to an- 
other. 

This much is plain: No man can ad- 
vance spiritually who denies the primary 
obligation of life. Work may bring much 
weariness and little bread, but bread 
without work is not honest bread. No

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man can beat his way to the so-called 
pleasures of life and maintain his 
moral integrity. Wealth acquired by 
theft. however legal or subtle the meth- 
od, and not by hard, persistent, honest 
work and thoughtful foresight, burns out 
the soul; and I cannot imagine a worse 
hell than that. It does not matter what 
the world happens to think of those who 
have acquired wealth by stealth. Tne 
world may applaud the successes of the 
suecessful, it may crown them with honor, 
or even undertake to immortalize them 
in enduring marble, but the world’s ver- 
dict does not alter one whit the moral 
verdict. T am glad that the truth—God's 
truth—is not settled by popular vote. 

But all property is not theft. as some 
would have us believe, and yet some prop- 
erty is theft. Such property is produced 
by cooperation and appropriated by an 
individual. No man is big enough and 
important enough, in the sight of Al- 
mighty God, to have and to hold in his 
own name the right and in all moral 
integrity $50,000,000. Such a vast wealth 
cannot be acquired tn a single lifetime 
without compounding with sin. It may 
be held by inheritance, but not by the 
achievements of a single life. 

If commodities are acquired by labor, 
then those who have commodities must 
labor. Consecutive and orderly labor !m- 
plies a calling, an Dccupation. Under 
norma! conditions, the duties of the call- 
ing form the center of one’s entire life. 
Industry and thrift are the cardinal vir- 
tues of the economic life. $0, the de- 
mands of the economic life determine 
the character and extent of the training 
which the state shall provide for its fu- 
ture citizens. Education must pay at- 
tention to questions of practical con- 
cern. The bodily life must be maintained 
but it cannot be maintained without 
bread. So, that kind of education which 
helps a youth to make an honest living 
must not be scorned. 

It igs vastly more important that the 
citizenship of a country should be in- 
dustrious :and economically successful 
than that they should read Latin. While 
man does not live by bread alone, and 
education must recognize this fact, yet 
man cannot live without bread. He must 
have it, and he will have it.. He must 
either work for it or steal it. Stolen

The present missionaty forces in Korea 
Are grouped into four bodies: |. Presby- 
terians, 2. Methodists, 3. Anglicans, 4. 
(Mtholiasa, These bolies maintain 
a large staff of American and European 
workers, with a widely distributed na- 
tive church of fully 85,000 professed con- 
verte who with the adherents, embracing 
Inquirers and after Christian 
the various congre- 
gations, relatives and friends of Cnhris- 
tians not yet in the chugch but favorabee 
to Christianity make up a total Christian 
population of 200,000, or approximately 2 
per cent of the entire population of the 
empire. The greater portion of these have 
been won to Christianity since 1890, the 
Christian population previous to that year 
numbering not more than 25,000 all told, 
so that the growth numerically has been 
unparalleled by any other mission fleld 
during the same period of time. 
~The various missions of these Christian 
bodies carry on work along all the lines 
of Christian activity. A large proportion 
of the workers are engaged in the direct 
work of preaching, large numbers of the 
Korean. people being open to approach 
and disposed to consider the claims of 
Christianity upon them. Schools are main- 
tained ranging from the primary day 
school carried on by native churches in 
the villages and haffilets, up to the higher 
seminaries and institutions for advanced 
education. As there are no public schooig 
these institutions have a large field of 
usefulness. This has been particularly 
the case in schools for girls, the Christian 
schools being the only ones where girls 
may obtain an education. Hospitals and 
dispensaries to the number of twelve are 
maintained by the various Christian 
bodies, where 60,000 patients*are treated 
every year. Special . corps of trained 
workers, teachers, doctors, nurses and 
various sisterhoods carry on a@large work 
among Korean women and have had 
gratifying success. A large and popular 
Christian Hterature is being created by 
the missionaries, their writings and pub- 
lications in various forms exceeding the 
output of all] other literature in the em- 
pire. 

The missions in Korea are dominated 
by the best spirit of friendliness and co- 
operation, Sectarian strife igs virtually 
banishe@ and denominational] peculiari- 
ties are held at a very low value. Stress 
is laid on the many and fundamental es- 
sentials of religious truth which all share 
in common. 

Although there are

But when we re- 
flect how few people there are who can 
do these things well, but who at the same 
time imaging they could do some things 
they would IMke to try unusually well. we 
are almost persuaded to believe that the 
commonplace activities should be ranked 
among the highest of the fine arts.

The greatest problem 
of the missionary situation in Korea is

‘“T would rather be in any hell that any 
power :n this universe can send me to 
with the one I love for companion than 
to be in any heaven that the imagination 
of man ever dreamed about alone!” 

Thus strikingly spoke Rev. Dr. Savage. 
of New York, in a recent sermon at Park 
Avenue Church of the Messiah.

lic were recognizing what thene is in a 
mere word of any kind, whether it be 
noun, verb, adjective or adverb. As an 
exnmple, the word “stunt,” which has 
been knocking vicariously at the door of 
the English language in the United States 
has been welcomed at last by a no 
less conservative authority than Dean 
Martha Foote Crow, of Northwestern 
university. 

“What is in a name?’ may well apply 
to this word ‘‘stunt.’’ The word 4s it 
has been adopted simply is a corruption 
of the good old word “‘stint” as it once 
applied to the apportioning of one’s mé@as- } 
ure of work, for instance. ‘Doing his 
stint’’ wes a phrase that once was rich 
and ripe in meaning, but in common with 
some words in the language and construc- 
tion and pronunciation. of the word | 
“stint’ made it ineffectual. ‘“‘Stunt’’ had 
jJouble the force, just as in the idiomatic 
use of Bnglish, the corruption ‘“‘dent’’ 
was more significant than was the word 
“dint’—meaning to mark a substance by 
a blow, or the mark in some substance 
by a blow. 

To the modern ear, which in late years 
has shown a preference for something 
more rugged than the smooth Latin deri- 


vatives of the English language, the old

has taken a new lease of life because of 
its corruption, and with the growing ac- 
ceptance of the word it may be taken 
for granted that some other words that 
are just at the doorway of good and ac- 
cepted English in the United States will 
be ushered into speech and print in time 
for the next revisions of the standard dic- 
tionaries. 

One of the important words that al- 
ready may be considered as accepted is 
the abverb “manywhere.”’ {[t may be 
wondered at, even that the language so 
long has done without the word in its 
“Anywhere,” in its 
untrammeled measure with “everywhere” 
and “‘somewhere’’ with its sharp limita- 
tions had left a distinct void in the lan- 
guage which only ‘“‘manywhere” could 
approach to filling. Considered in the 
needs of ordinary speech of every Gay. 
the word must fill a want in’ the lan- 
guage. It has no touch of the slang 
characteristic and its derivation can be 
traced without the aid of a _ilexico- 
gra pher. 

For many of the words that seem to be 
clamoring for accredited place in good 
English this trace of slang may be said 
to have stained them. At the same time 
Slang origin may be forgotten easily in 
the interest of a word that shal] lend

stance, there ig “grouch”’ as a noun and 
its adjective and adverbial uses. The 
‘man with a grouch’’ has become as clear 
to the public eye as if he were painted, 
while to be ‘grouchy’ is a condition that 
fs unmisteakible; it refers to the person 
who without known cause to any one is 
in an ugly humor prompting him to vent 
his displeasure right and left without 
provocation. 

Sharp Contrasts More Concise. 

For a long time a ‘hit,’ or something 
“making a hit,’’ has been clear enough io 


|the public and deMghtful in its brevity and 


conciseness. Its origin may have been 
in the relation of the word to the phrase 
“he was struck’’—with an idea, perhaps. 
From the two words “hit” and “struck” 
the origin of the phrase ‘‘never touched 
me’ becoMes easy as a #Ue8S. 

Contrasting strongly with the word 
“hit’ is the word ‘‘frost'’’—a term which, 
set in contradistinction to the word hit, 
in many cases is more meaningful than 
the first. it would require sentences, for 
instance, to carry the meaning of the 
une word ‘‘frost’’ to some distant theatri- 
cal manager, using the set terms of the 
classic and irelastic English of the es- 
sayist. In this one word the interested 
manager may get the suggestion of un- 
responsiveness in the house, a glimpse of 
a material feeling against play and play- 
ere, a wide possibility in the lack of box 
office returns, and may find in it a pre- 
saging something pointing to a rehabili- 
tating of the play altogether. 

From the acceptance of the word ‘“‘kick- 
er,’ the adoption of the word “knocker”

That is good enough 
for you, but it was slang only a little 
While ago. “To ape the fashions’ might 
have been just as distasteful to you half 
& century ago as ‘to monkey with the 
buzzsaw' is distasteful to you now.’’ 

On this basis, who shall quarrel with 
the uses of the word “stiff,” for instance” 
As @ Man type, everybody recognizes him 
at a glance, and as differentiating another 
type that is as plainly recognizable, we 
have the word “slob.” Each word 's 
unique. The man who merits the teri 
“stift’’ as descriptive of himself has 
earned this title for inefficiency just as 
fully in one way as the “slob’’ may have 
earned his title in another. Expressive 
of inefficiency as a state of being, the 
two words are synonymous; as descript- 
ive of two types of men the world cannot 
afford \to lose them to the language.
